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Disturbance of Perception of Verticality 
in Patients with Hemiplegia: 
A Preliminary Report

During the past year we have con- 
ducted a number of experimental studies, 
all of which indicated that space percep- 
tion is severely disturbed in hemiplegic 
patients. The term disturbance of space 
perception can be explained by referring 
to everyday experiences. When a person 
twirls around the vertical axis of his 
body, he experiences vertigo. Stationary 
objects appear to move. Space percep- 
tion is temporarily disturbed since the 
apparent or perceived positions of objects 
temporarily do not coincide with their 
objective positions. When the body is 
tilted to the side, vertical objects appear 
to be tilted to the same side.’ Space per- 


ception is said to be disturbed because 
the apparently tilted position of objects 
does not coincide with their actual ver- 
tical position. 

In both of these examples, the distor- 
tion of perceptual space is related to 
asymmetrical tonic processes in the ob- 


server's body. In the case of rotation, 
vestibular stimulation leads to asym- 
metrical innervation of the body muscu- 
lature. In the case of body tilt, the pull 
of gravity is responsible for the asym- 
metrical distribution of tonus. The ob- 
servation that asymmetrical tonus is re- 
lated to temporary disturbances of space 
perception formed the rationale for our 
studies with hemiplegic patients. We 
hypothesized that, if short-lived states of 
asymmetrical tonus lead to temporary 
disturbances of space perception, hemi- 
plegic patients, who have a permanently 
asymmetrical distribution of tonus, 
should show permanent disturbances of 
space perception. This general hypothe- 
sis has been borne out by our experi- 
mental studies. 

So far we have studied the perception 
of straightness and the perception of ver- 
ticality in hemiplegics. In regard to the 


perception of straightness, we will men- 
tion only that at an observation distance 
of 7 feet, objects placed as much as 2 feet 
to the left or right of some hemiplegic 
patients will still be seen by the patients 
as straight ahead. The error will not be 
so great in all hemiplegic patients, but 
in general the perception of straightness 
is definitely impaired in these patients. 
An account of our experiments in this 
area will be presented elsewhere. In the 
present report are presented preliminary 
findings that were established when we 
tested hemiplegic patients in a situation 
involving the visual perception of ver- 
ticality. 


Procedure 


The experiment was carried out in a 
dark room, the patient being seated in 
a chair with his head kept in position by 
a headrest. The patient had the task of 
adjusting a luminous rod, the only visible 
object in the dark room, to what ap- 
peared to him to be a vertical position. 
The experimenter recorded deviations of 
these adjustments from objective ver- 
ticality. 

There were two experimental condi- 
tions. In one condition the test rod was 
tilted initially 30 degrees counterclock- 
wise (CCW) from objective verticality; 
in the second condition the rod was tilted 
initially 30 degrees clockwise (CW) 
from vertical. Seventeen patients, 10 
with hemiplegia on the left side and 7 
with hemiplegia on the right side, were 
tested twice within a period of 10 days. 
During each session three trials each of

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Rehabilitation, Highland View Hospital, and the 
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both experimental conditions were given. 
Thus the results presented for the hemi- 
plegic group are based upon six trials per 
condition and patient. Prior to testing, 
all patients were seen by an ophthalmolo- 
gist. Patients with a visual acuity of less 
than 20/70 with refractive error cor- 
rected were excluded. Careful confronta- 
tion tests revealed that none of the pa- 
tients included in the study had a field 
defect. 

Two control groups were included in 
the study, a group of 24 college students 
tested by Werner and Wapner,* (who 
graciously permitted us to include these 
data in our study) and a group of 16 
elderly normals tested by us. The latter 
group was matched in age with the hemi- 
plegic group. 

Results 

There was no difference between the 
performance of patients with hemiplegia 
on the left side and those with hemi- 
plegia on the right; therefore, in table 1, 
no distinction is made between these two 
diagnostic subgroups. When the rod was 
set initially at 30 degrees CCW, patients 
adjusting the rod to apparent verticality 
tended to see the rod as vertical while 
actually it was tilted an average of 3.7 
degrees counterclockwise. On the other 
hand, when the rod was set initially at 
30 degrees CW, the mean adjustment of 
the rod was 5.1 degrees clockwise. The 
average reliability of adjustments (corre- 
lation between trials) for trials given 
during the same test session was .82 
(P<.01). The test-retest reliability (cor- 
relation between total score on test and 
total score on retest) was .58 (P<.02). 

The mean difference between adjust- 
ments under condition CCW and condi- 
tion CW of 8.8 degrees was significant at 
the 1 per cent level of confidence. From 
table 1 it will be seen that the subjects 
with hemiplegia showed in exaggerated 
form what was present to a lesser degree 
in the two control groups. In each group 
of subjects the mean adjustment for con- 
dition CCW fell significantly counter- 
clockwise (P<.01) of the mean adjust- 
ment for condition CW, but in both con- 
trol groups the mean difference (CW 
CCW) is significantly smaller (P<.01) 
than the mean difference of 8.8 degrees 


observed in hemiplegic patients. 

The range of ults within which the 
test rod appeared vertical was signifi- 
cantly wider in hemiplegic patients than 
in the two control groups. The variance 
was significantly greater (P<.01) in 
those with hemiplegia than in the control 
subjects. The group of elderly normals 
did not differ from the group of college 
students in terms of variance. 


Discussion 

The experiment presented here was 
originally performed by Werner and 
Wapner* with college students. They ob- 
served that a test rod which initially is 
tilted counterclockwise is seen by sub- 
jects adjusting the rod to apparent ver- 
ticality as upright while, objectively, it is 
still tilted counterclockwise, vice 
versa. Werner and Wapner named this 
phenomenon the “starting position ef- 
fect.” We have found this starting posi- 
tion effect to be much more pronounced 
in hemiplegic patients. It might be pos- 
sible to assume that the striking differ- 
ence between college students and our 
hemiplegic patients could be accounted 
for by the difference in age between the 
two groups; therefore, we tested a neuro- 
logically uninvolved elderly group of sub- 
jects matched in age with the hemiplegic 
group. We found that this group of nor- 
mal elderly controls did not differ sig- 
nificantly from the group of college stu- 
dents but did differ significantly (P<.01 ) 
from the hemiplegic patients. 

A comparison of the test results ob- 
tained with the hemiplegic patients on 
the one hand and the control subjects 
on the other suggests that the abnormal 
reaction of hemiplegic patients in this 
situation is related to their particular 
neurological involvement. This conclu- 
sion appears to be supported by a com- 
parison of our data with data obtained 
by Teuber and Mishkin* who tested a 
group of patients with injuries in the pre- 
frontal, occipital, and parietal regions of 
the brain. These patients performed like 
normals on the task under discussion 
here. Most impressive in our hemiplegic 
patients was the wide range of tilts 
within which an object appeared to be, 
vertical to them. 

Although our research is still explora-

tory, and although, for the time being, 
our interests are primarily theoretical in 
nature, certain implications of our find- 
ings for the rehabilitation of hemiplegic 
patients are mentioned. In order to 
maintain an upright posture while sitting 
or walking, everyone with sight depends 
rather strongly on what has been called 
“visual anchoring.” The importance of 
visual anchoring is realized only when 
visual cues are removed, as when walk- 
ing through a dark room, or when ex- 
posed to an unstable visual environment. 
Our studies suggest that under certain 
conditions, a hemiplegic patient will mis- 
perceive vertical objects in his environ- 
ment as tilted. To align his body with 
what he sees as tilted but what he be- 
lieves to be vertical, the patient will lean 
to the side and fall. The chances that 
this will happen are especially great in 
dimly illuminated surroundings. 

As a result of more investigation in 
this direction, we hope that we will be 
able to suggest that the severity of space 
perception disturbance in each hemi- 
plegic patient should be tested. In prop- 
erly selected cases the nursing personne! 
would be informed accordingly, and the 
patient himself would know that it is 
dangerous for him to get up and to walk 
in dark or dimly illuminated surround- 
ings. 

At present we are investigating the 
question of whether the severity of the 
perceptual disturbance in a given patient 
is related to his prospects for rehabilita- 
tion. There are some indications that 
gait training is more successful in pa- 
tients whose space perception does not 
differ widely from that of normal indi- 
viduals. 

We hope that in time our findings will 
contribute to a better understanding of 


normal space perception, that they will 
help the neurologist in diagnosing brain 
injury, and that they will be useful in 
planning the treatment of hemiplegic 
patients. 


Summary 


Objective and apparent space may or 
may not coincide. Thus, for instance, an 
objectively tilted line may appear to be 
tilted to some observers, though it may 
appear to be upright to others. Of the 
latter observers one would say that their 
space perception is disturbed. Data were 
presented to show that, in this sense, 
space perception is disturbed in hemi- 
plegic patients. In a test involving the 
adjustment of a visually perceived rod to 
apparent verticality, hemiplegics were 
found to perform significantly worse 
(P<.01) than a control group of college 
students and of elderly normals that were 
matched in age with the hemiplegic pa- 
tients. Most impressive was the wide 
range within which objectively tilted ob- 
jects appeared to be vertical to many of 
the hemiplegic patients. Some implica- 
tions of these findings for the rehabilita- 
tion of hemiplegic patients are discussed 
briefly. 
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Discussion 


Harry H. Samberg (Des Moines, 
lowa): The authors are to be compli- 
mented for two reasons: first, for en- 
deavoring to place our knowledge on a 
scientific rather than an empirical basis; 
secondly, for their attempt to solve a 
problem which has at least a few, if not 
many, unknowns. 

The data of the authors’ experiment 
are conclusive as to fact but, as they 
point out, are not yet conclusive as to a 
definite etiology. They also mentioned 
similar confirmatory data in the experi- 
ment on straightness. One question im- 
mediately arises, could the eye or the vis- 
ual pathways be involved to some extent? 

Caplan and Grant studied the after 
effects of eye muscle strain on space per- 
ception in hemiplegic and normal sub- 
jects. When a lighted vertical rod was 
placed to the right of the objective me- 
dian plane, the normal subject tended to 
bring it close to this plane, that is straight 
ahead, but it still remained slightly to 
the right of the plane, whereas the hemi- 
plegic patient tended to bring it to the 
opposite side. This experiment was re- 
peated in the normals (college students ) 
wherein they were given 10 trials in suc- 
cession for each starting position, thus 
forcing the subject to contract the same 
group of eye muscles. With each suc- 
ceeding trial the rod was brought closer 
to the objective median plane, but at the 
7th to 10th trial it was brought to the 
opposite side. Thus with repeated eve 
turning the normal subjects reacted in a 
manner similar to that of the hemiplegic 
subjects. Caplan and Grant concluded 
that oculomotor functioning in hemi- 
plegic patients is more readily affected by 
muscular strain than it is in college 
students. 

The next question might be, in what 
part of the brain is the causative involve- 
ment? Teuber and Mishkin, using the 
test of verticality, tested subjects with 
brain injuries; one group had injuries in 
the anterior third of the brain, the other 
in the posterior third. These subjects 
were tested 7 to 10 years after their war- 
time injuries. The results from neither 
of these groups differed from those of the 
normals. The present authors place the 


hemiplegic patients in the middle third 
of the group with brain injuries. Orig- 
inally Bender and Jung did the same ex- 
periment on similar German casualties 
during the war years of 1940 to 1942. 
They concluded, “Men with frontal, ro- 
landic, and parietal region injuries made 
substantially larger errors than did men 
with temporal or occipital injuries.” 
Their subjects who had injuries in the 
anterior third and posterior third of the 
brain did show abnormal results. Accept- 
ing that all parts of both experiments 
were the same, the only difference was 
that the German casualties were tested 
very early in their involvement as com- 
pared to the test subjects of Teuber and 
Mishkin. Obviously, however, there is 
some difference in the pathology of trau- 
matic brain injury as compared to hemi- 
plegia. 

In our commonly accepted term of 
hemiplegia we infer that the pathology is 
usually vascular in origin. The blood is 
supplied in the main by the anterior, 
middle, and posterior cerebral arteries, 
and each has numerous branches. A 
study of the anatomy shows that each 
artery supplies more than any one-third 
of the brain. Obviously, then, it becomes 
imperative to endeavor to determine in 
hemiplegia which third of the brain may 
be involved. It is readily accepted that 
this is very difficult and probably most 
often impossible to do. Is the middle 
third always involved? We may get a 
clue from Grinker who states, “Complete 
hemiplegia is hardly ever cortical in or- 
igin, it represents either a capsular lesion 
or a combined capsular and cortical 
lesion.” 

The present authors also mention the 
importance of “visual anchoring” in am- 
bulation of the hemiplegic patient, and 
that this is impaired because of the space 
perceptual disturbance. I would like to 
mention a physical factor. In hemiplegia 
there is a relative lengthening of the in- 
volved lower extremity, caused by partial 
or complete foot drop, relative weakness 
of the knee flexors as compared to ‘the 
knee extensors, and the extensor reflex 
wherein the hemiplegic flexes the planta 
while extending the knee during the 
swing phase in ambulation. Since he has 
difficulty in bringing the involved ex- 
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tremity forward, he substitutes circum- 
duction in ambulation. Does _ this 
abnormal movement and consequent 
change in body alignment, plus the ab- 
normal position and motion of the flac- 
cid or spastic upper extremity, contribute 
to the poor balance and falling of the 
hemiplegic patient? To what extent 
does this contribute to the impairment 
caused by disturbance in visual space 
perception? Time does not permit any 
discussion of other factors, such as ataxia, 
emotion, inability to comprehend or co- 
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operate, sensory involvement, tightness, 
and pain. 

I realize that I have not answered a 
single question, but have raised other 
questions instead; however, this study is 
in its infancy and much research and 
experimentation remains to be done. It 
would be of interest to know the dura- 
tion of the hemiplegia, whether the dura- 
tion of the disease changed the visual 
space perception in any way, if any 
follow-up studies have been attempted, 
and what were the results. 


Clinical Note: An All-Purpose Foot Pad

A foot pad devised by the writer has 
given such satisfaction over a period of 
more than 20 years that it seems worth- 
while to describe it. Quite probably, the 
same type of support, or one similar, 
has been used by others, but many 
readers may not be acquainted with the 
advantages of such a pad. 

The primary function of this support 
is to make the foot comfortable, al- 
though the pad has a corrective ten- 
dency because of its special design. 
Fatigue strain is counteracted by estab- 
lishing the normal weight-bearing pat- 
tern. The pad need not be worn all the 
time, although some patients prefer to 
wear it regularly. Other patients find 
the support of value when prolonged 
standing is required or during long 
periods of activity. Persons in certain 
occupations and sportsmen, in particular 
golfers, hunters, or fishermen, have found 
the pad very helpful. After more or less 
regular use of this type of support, which 
throws the greater proportion of the 
body weight on the outer side of the foot, 
the patient tends subconsciously to cor- 
rect his stance. 

The pad may be used to relieve any 
painful foot in which the structure is 
weak and the arches tend to drop under 
weight bearing or in which the arches 
are permanently lowered. It may be con- 
structed to protect the transverse arch as 
well as the longitudinal arch. The pad 
also may be adjusted to relieve metatar- 
salgia (Morton’s toe) and painful spurs 
on the calcaneus. 


The foot pad herewith described has 
several advantages. It is so light in 
weight that no patient refuses to wear it, 
as is often the case when a heavy and 
bulky type of metal foot plate is pre- 
scribed. Many patients with severe and 
extremely sensitive flat feet wear this type 
of pad with comfort. Even a small child 
wears it without complaint. The pad is 
adaptable to any type of shoe, making a 
transfer an easy matter when a change 
of shoes is desired. There is no shifting 
of the pad in the shoe, which is a common 
complaint when small supports are worn. 
Still another advantage is the low cost 
of the plate. 

The pad is easily and quickly made 
(see photograph). A tracing of the sole 
of the foot, which is obtained with the 
patient standing and bearing weight, 
serves as a model. A piece of flexible 
leather is cut to size and then waxed in 
order to preclude spoiling from moisture. 
Resilient and long-lasting sponge rubber, 
which retains the muscle activity in the 
sole of the foot, is used to build up the 
longitudinal arch. This supporting piece 
extends from the transverse arch to the 
attachment of the plantar fascia on the 
calcaneus. Its thickness varies, depend- 
ing on the degree of correction required 
in the patient. It is highest in the center 
of the arch. On the medial side of the 
foot, the sponge-rubber piece is skived 
to an inclined plane, resembling the 
Whitman type of foot brace. In front, 
it is somewhat rounded to conform to the 
shape of the metatarsal heads. It tapers 
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off gradually on all four sides. The of metatarsalgia, the highest point of the 
sponge-rubber piece is glued to the supporting transverse arch lies just back 
undersurface of the leather sole and of the affected toe.

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A Clinic Section of Physical Medicine 
and Rehabilitation

This is a report to the American 
Society of Physical Medicine and Reha- 
bilitation on the development, during a 
period of 20 years, of programs in teach- 
ing, research, and practice in a section of 
physical medicine and rehabilitation at a 
large, private, general medical and sur- 
gical clinic. It covers the period from 
August 15, 1935, to August 15, 1955. 
Gratifying progress has been made over 
this period, but there is still much to be 
done if progress is to continue. 

When this section was first organized 
in 1935, it consisted of a small outpatient 
department that occupied half of one 
floor of a small building across from the 
main clinic building, and of two small 
inpatient departments, one in each of the 
two hospitals affiliated with the clinic. 
To begin with, there was no teaching 
program, no research program, and a 
very limited amount of clinical practice. 
The staff at that time consisted of 1 
physiatrist, 3 physical therapists, 10 
physical therapy aides, 1 desk attendant, 
and | half-time secretary, giving a total 
of 15 full-time and one half-time workers. 

During the past 20 years, the first 3- 
year fellowship or residency program in 
physical medicine to be offered in the 
United States was established (1936), 
a school for physical therapists was estab- 
lished (1939), the practice of physical 
medicine and rehabilitation has gradu- 
ally expanded, and programs in funda- 
mental and clinical research have been 
developed. Likewise, various auxiliary 
services have been utilized. These include 
brace and belt shops, an occupational 
therapy service, a recreational program, 
a speech therapy and audiology service, 
psychiatric and psychologic services, vo- 
cational counselling, and social services. 
In addition, a hospital service has been 
developed having a bed service with an 
average census of 30 to 40 patients. 
During the existence of the section, the 
staff has been greatly expanded and it 
has gradually moved into larger and 
more commodious quarters.

Teaching of Physical Therapists 
and Physiatrists 

The school for physical therapy is now 
located in the Franklin Building. This 
includes a classroom and a practice room 
for student physical therapists, as well 
as offices for instructors. 

The Mayo Foundation House is used 
for seminars for fellows in physical med- 
icine and rehabilitation. Classrooms in 
the Medical Sciences Building, in the 
clinic department, and in the hospital 
department also are used for teaching 
of fellows. 


A biophysicist devotes full time to re- 
search in physical medicine and to in- 
structing fellows in the fundamentals of 
biophysics. 


Also, clinical conferences 
fellows are conducted in the de- 
partmental library and conference room.

In the 20 years ofits existence the 
section has trained 650 physical thera- 
pists and 394 physicians, including fel- 
lows in other specialties who have re- 
ceived one quarter of training, physicians 
from the Army, Navy, and Veterans Ad- 
ministration who have received training 
for periods ranging in length from 3 
months to | year, and regular fellows in 
physical medicine and rehabilitation who 
remain for at least 3 years. 

Thus, during 20 years 1,044 individ- 
uals have been trained. Throughout 
the United States, of the 47 chiefs of 
service of hospital departments listed as 
offering residencies in physical medicine 
and rehabilitation, 20 received all or 
part of their training in this section. 
Furthermore, 30 per cent of all the dip- 
lomates of the American Board of Phys- 
ical Medicine and Rehabilitation have 
received all or part of their training in 
this section.

Research 


Much of the fundamental research is 
done in the new Medical Sciences 
Building, and fellows receive instruction 
there in the basic sciences. 

One physiologist is assigned full time 
to the section of physical medicine and 
rehabilitation to conduct research in 
physical medicine and to instruct fel- 
lows in the basic sciences. 

In the laboratory of clinical physiol- 
ogy, teaching and research on electro- 
myography are conducted and fellows 
in physical medicine and rehabilitation 
are assigned for instruction and to per- 
form projects in research. In the labo- 
ratory of biophysics, fundamental stud- 
ies on the employment of microwaves 
and of ultrasonic energy in medicine 
have been made by several fellows 
working under the supervision of the 
biophysicist, who has been devoting full 
time to research in this field for several 
years. 

The engineering shop at the Medical 
Sciences Building is used constantly by 
the staff of the section of physical med- 
icine and rehabilitation for assistance in 
the construction of new devices of many 
types. 

A new laboratory of clinical research 
has been established in the clinical de- 
partment. A similar laboratory is being 
built for the new hospital department. 

During the past 20 years, members of 
the section have published 413 scientific 
articles, averaging slightly more than 20 
scientific publications each year. Among 
the major interests in research have been 


extensive investigations of the effects of 
fever therapy and, more recently, in- 
tensive laboratory and clinical studies of 
microwave diathermy, ultrasonic dia- 
thermy, and electrical stimulation of 
muscles. 


Auxiliary Services 


The brace and belt shops include 
facilities for making braces, belts, and 
corrective shoes, and plans are now 
being made to expand these services and 
to include a prosthetic service. In the 
Little Green House are located the 
facilities for outpatient occupational 
therapy. It is anticipated that in the 
near future these facilities will be incor- 
porated with the other facilities in phys- 
ical meditine and rehabilitation on the 
sixth floor of the Plummer Building. 
Also, a group recreational program is 
conducted for patients hospitalized in 
the section of physical medicine and re- 
habilitation. 

The clinic employs a speech pathol- 
ogist and audiologist, and recently added 
another speech therapist to the staff. In 
the Mayo Building, complete med- 
ical and surgical diagnostic services are 
available in all of the generally ac- 
cepted specialties of medicine. Here, 
too, patients can be sent for social and 
psychologic services. 


Hospital Services 
At the Methodist Hospital there is a 


small department of physical medicine 
and rehabilitation. This department was

built several years ago, partly on an ex- 
perimental basis, to aid in planning for 
new and larger departments at St. 
Marys Hospital and at the clinic. Dif- 
ferent types of booths were constructed 
to see which seemed best. Booths of 
both closed and open construction were 
included, and booths having swinging 
doors, sliding doors, double curtains, or 
single curtains. The closed booth with 
overlapping curtains seems best. 

The new, large, hospital department 
of physical medicine and rehabilitation 
will soon occupy the first floor of a new 
wing at St. Marys Hospital. Figure | 
shows the floor plan of this new depart- 
ment, which is now under construction. 
It will be noted that there are teaching 
facilities, research facilities, and facilities 
for practice. It will also be noted that 
the space for occupational therapy is lo- 
cated here, that there are facilities for 
social interviews and for prevocational 
exploration, and that there is a school 
room for hospitalized children. 

The section of physical medicine and 
rehabilitation conducts the respirator 
service in the hospitals and also operates 
a bed service at St. Marys Hospital. It 


has regular conferences with the ortho- 
pedic service in the hospital department 
of physical medicine and rehabilitation, 
and its consultants also make weekly 
rounds with the rhqumatologists. 

During the 20 years of its existence 
the section has seen more than 221,000 
patients who have made more than 
1,230,000 visits to the section. In the 
last 3 years, more than 17,500 patients 
a year have averaged more than 
100,000 visits a year to the section, Last 
year, one of every eight patients (12.4 
per cent) coming to the clinic was re- 
ferred to the section of physical med- 
icine and rehabilitation. 


The Main Department 
at the Clinic 

The main department of physical 
medicine and rehabilitation at the 
clinic now occupies the sixth and sev- 
enth floors of the Plummer Building. 
Figure 2 presents the plan of the sixth 
floor, showing the waiting room, re- 
ception desk, departmental library and 
seminar room, 10 consultants’ offices, 
secretaries’ office, locker room for male 
therapists, clinical research laboratory,

utility room, and special-treatment and 
research rooms; also. the refreshment 
rooms and a seminar room are shown. 
The rest of this floor will soon be used 
for occupational therapy and for pre- 
vocational training. 

Figure 3 presents the plan of the sev- 
enth floor, which is used entirely for 
treatment purposes. It shows the 
waiting room; the reception desk; the 
2 offices for consultants: the 4 auton- 
omous treatment areas, each with a util- 
ity room and 12 treatment booths: the 
2 hydrotherapy areas; the locker room 
for female physical therapists; the 
Hubbard tank room; the brace, crutch, 
and cane room; the large area for adult 
exercise and training in activities of 
daily living, and the children’s exercise 
area. 

There are 58 treatment booths. All 
those with a southern exposure are col- 
ored in two shades of green, the lower 
walls being covered with mottled green 
vinyl plastic. All those with a northern 
exposure have upper walls that are col- 
ored in pale gray and lower walls that 
are covered with mottled coral vinyl 
plastic. 


There are 4 special rooms used for 
massage and exercise of the upper ex- 
tremities. There are 5 utility rooms in 
the new department as well as two hy- 
drotherapy rooms, which are of identical 
construction. Figure 4 shows the adult 
exercise and activity training area; fig- 
ure 5 shows the children’s exercise area. 

We hope, in the future, to expand 
the activities in speech therapy, in oc- 
cupational therapy, in prevocational ex- 
ploration, and in vocational counselling. 
We hope, too, that eventually, as the 
building program develops at the Meth- 
odist Hospital, an enlarged department 
can be built there. We are hoping, also, 
that outside of the clinic, in the city of 
Rochester, a sheltered workshop can be 
organized that will serve people residing 
in the southern portion of Minnesota. 
We hope, of course, to see continuing 
expansion of the teaching, research, and 
practice facilities, in general. 

During the 20 years that the section 
has been in existence, the staff has ex- 
panded from 1542 workers to the present 
number consisting of 5 staff physiatrists, 
2 physiologists, 1 physicist and 7 fellows, 
making a medical staff of 15; 3 supervis-

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ors of physical therapy, 2 assistant super- 
visors of physical therapy, 3 full-time in- 
structors in physical therapy, 36 staff 
physical therapists, and 30 student phys- 
ical therapists, making a total of 74 
physical therapists. There are also 3 sec- 
retaries, 5 desk attendants, 10 orderlies, 
and 10 aides. In addition, 4 occupational 
therapists, 2 speech pathologists, 2 psy- 
chologists, and 6 social service workers 
are available at the clinic, making a 
total of 131 workers, 120 of whom serve 
the section full time and 11 of whom 


serve it part time. 

It is my hope that the younger mem- 
bers of the American Soviety of Physical 
Medicine and Rehabilitation who are 
starting on new projects, will tind some 
encouragement from this description of 
the growth of our section during the past 
2 decades. I would like to reiterate that 
the members of my staff and I believe 
that there is still much to be done before 
we can claim that we have an ideal clinic 
section of physical medicine and rehabil- 
itation

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A Battery Stimulator for Denervated Muscles

Some controversy exists about the 
value of electrical stimulation of de- 
nervated muscle to retard atrophy while 
reinnervation is being awaited.’ The 
consensus seems to be that such stimula- 
tion can retard, but not prevent, atrophy 
provided strong contractions of the mus- 
cle are produced and the stimulation is 
performed at several sessions of treatment 
a day. A number of short sessions of 
treatment each day is of more benefit 
than the same amount of stimulation 
given at only one session daily. There is 
some evidence in rats that the optimal 
effect is produced by three or more ses- 
sions of stimulation a day.’ The only 
way that such a program of stimulation 
is feasible clinically is to provide the 
patient with a stimulator that he can use 
by himself or with the help of his family 
or nurse, either in the hospital or at 
home. Such stimulators are available or 
have been available in the past.* *® 

The battery stimulator* to be  de- 
scribed herein has the advantages of 
being inexpensive, readily portable, cap- 
able of producing fairly strong contrac- 
tions of the muscles in most instances, 
and simple and safe to apply. The 
stimulation is somewhat uncomfortable 
but not much more so than that of most 
other stimulators. Experience in the 
past with similar stimulators not com- 
mercially produced has shown that the 
battery life is adequate, when the stimu- 
lator is used as recommended, to give 
stimulation for many months. The man- 
ufacturer’s engineers estimate that the 
life of the battery in use as recommended 
should equal approximately the ordinary 
“shelf life’ of something more than 1 
year. 

The appearance, size and method of 
application of the stimulator are shown 
in figure 1. The circuit diagram is shown 
in figure 2. It will be noted from this 
that the battery can discharge its full 
potential through the electrodes when 
the variable resistance is advanced to the 
position of maximal intensity. If this is 
done through a resistance such as the 


patient provides in the electrode circuit, 
no harm is done to the battery; however, 
if the electrodes are in direct contact, 
irreparable damage is done to the battery 
by even a momentary closure of the 
switch. 

Figure 3A shows oscilloscopic records 
of the voltage changes in the electrode 
circuit with the electrodes on the dorsal 
aspect of the forearm, one just distal to 
the elbow, and the other just proximal 
to the wrist as in figure 1. Closing the 
switch for as brief a period as possible 
gave a nearly square voltage-wave im- 
pulse lasting 0.04 to 0.1 second with an 
average of about 0.06 second. A decrease 
in the potential from about 34 volts to 
about 30 volts during this time is due to 
the capacitance of the tissues. With a 
faster sweep of the oscilloscopic beam the 
leading edge of the impulse is seen to be 
quite smooth (fig. 3C). The form of 
the current (fig. 3B) is less regular, show- 
ing sharp spikes at the beginning and 
end because of the capacitance charac- 
teristics of the tissues. Figure 3D shows 
the form of the voltage wave through a 
standard resistance, which is square at 
both the leading and the trailing edges 
when no capacitance factor is involved. 

The data in the table were obtained 
by measuring the fall of potential across 
the electrodes placed as shown in the 
table and also across a 1,000 ohm 
resistor in series with the patient. From 
the fall of potential across the resistor 
the flow of current was calculated. From 
the fall of potential through the subject 
and the flow of current, the resistance of 
the tissues to direct current was calcu- 
lated. The intensity settings were ap- 
proximate percentages of the maximal 
voltage of the battery. It must be 
emphasized that the impedance in the

patient circuit will vary considerably 
from one individual to another and with 
differing applications of the electrodes. 

Measurements of the resistance of the 
patient part of the circuit to direct cur- 
rent on one subject (table) show values 
of the order of 3,000 to 7,000 ohms at 
the instant of closing the circuit. Theo- 
retically it would be possible to calculate 
the flow of current in the patient circuit 
approximately, knowing that the variable 
resistor is of the linear type and the 
maximal voltage is 68 volts. The intensity 
of the current at peak flow is shown in 
the table to have values ranging from 4 
to 16 milliamperes.

In practice, if the stimulator produces 
satisfactory contractions of the denerv- 
ated muscles in a test on a patient, he 
is advised to purchase one for his own 
use. He is instructed by demonstration 
in the method of applying the electrodes 
and in the operation of the stimulator. 
He is given an instruction sheet (see ap- 
pendix) that outlines the method of use 
of the stimulator and specifies the number 
of contractions of the muscle he is to 
produce at a treatment session and how 
many sessions of treatment he is to have 
each day. 


Summary 


A simple, inexpensive, commercially 
available battery stimulator for use at 
home for the stimulation of denervated 
muscles is described.

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ELECTRICAL STIMULATOR FOR HOME USE 
|. Purpose of the Stimulator 
The battery stimulator is designed for use at 
home to cause muscles to contract when they are 
unable to do so voluntarily. This helps to keep the 
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muscles in better condition while awaiting the re- 
turn of voluntary function. It does not affect the 
rate of recovery of injured or diseased nerves. 

Il. Operation of the Stimulator 

A. Application of Electrodes: Contact between 
the electrodes and the skin is made by placing 
between each electrode and the skin a piece of 
cloth or facial tissue soaked in tap water to which 
table salt has been added. The solution is prepared 
by adding 2 teaspoons of salt to 1 pint of water. 
Both of the electrodes can be held in place by the 
perforated rubber tape, or, if desired, one of them 
can be held by the hand and the other by a rubber 
tape. 

The exact placement of the electrodes will be 
demonstrated by the physical therapist. One elec- 
trode, with a wet pad about 3 inches in diameter 
underneath, is placed near the area to be treated. 
The other electrode is placed over the muscle to 
be treated with a wet pad (l-inch diameter) be- 
tween the disc and the skin. If several muscles are 
to be treated, it may be necessary to move this 
electrode to three or four different places in order 
to get different muscles to contract. 

B. Regulation of Intensity: The intensity of the 
current of the stimulator should be high enough 
to produce a strong contraction of the muscle, 
rather than a weak twitch. The intensity of the cur- 
rent is increased by turning the black knob on the 
top of the device in a clockwise direction, as indi- 
cated by the arrow. The life of the battery is not 
affected by the intensity of stimulation. 

C. Operation of the Switch: The current is turned 
on and off by the red switch on top of the stimu- 
lator box. A muscular contraction is produced when 
the switch button is pushed. Stimulation occurs only 
as the button is being pushed down or released, 


and not while the button is in the down position. 
The button should be held down for as short a time 
as possible, and a tapping motion, rather than a 
pushing motion, should be used. Holding the switch 
down longer than the minimal time will not help 
the muscles and it will exhaust the battery. 

D. Caution: Do not push the red button down 
when the two electrodes are in direct contact with 
one another or when both are sitting in a dish of 
salt solution. To do so for even a fraction of a 
second will do serious damage to the battery. 

E. Frequency of Treatment: It is recommended 
that you produce strong contractions 
of each muscle at each session of stimulation, and 
that you have sessions of stimulation 
each day for days each week. 

Ill. Maintenance of the Stimulator 

If it is found that the stimulator will not cause a 
strong contraction, even when the intensity adjust- 
ment is turned clockwise as far as it will go, the 
following steps should be taken: A. Be sure there 
is good contact between the electrodes and the 
wet pads and between the pads and the skin. 
B. Be sure the pads are wet with salt solution. 
Did you remember to put the salt in the water? 
C. Try the stimulator on some muscles which you 
can contract voluntarily. D. If there is no response 
obtained when A, B, and C, have been checked, the 
battery may be run down or the circuit may be 
defective. The battery can be replaced with another 
of same size and voltage by any radio or television 
repairman. The screws on the side of the box must 
be removed, but not the lock nuts on the switches. 
The connections to the battery are soldered. Any 
electrician should be able to repair the apparatus 
with the guidance of the circuit diagram on this 
sheet.

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Bisgaard Treatment for Static Edema and Its 


Sequelae in the Lower Extremity

Local pathology of the leg, most com- 
monly deep venous thrombosis, may re- 
sult in static edema and its sequelae 
of induration, eczema, and_ ulceration. 
These conditions are common in man. 
They cause much discomfort and the 
loss of valuable working hours. Patients 
with these complaints often occupy hos- 
pital beds that could better be used for 
more acutely ill patients. It is estimated 
that between 300,000 to 400,000 people 
in the United States suffer from stasis leg 
ulcers,' and to this can be added a fairly 
large number of people who are potential 
ulcer patients. 

Mahorner* remarked, “These diseases 
are all chronic. They may be seen in an 
early or late phase but almost invariably 
the tendency for them is to progress and 
to become more severe.” Such a gloomy 
outlook appears to be the opinion of 
many who have dealt with these cases 
over many years. Curwen and Scott,* 
in reviewing their patients who had re- 
ceived the Bisgaard treatment noted, 
“The majority of these cases had failed 
to respond to surgical and all other 
forms of treatment over periods up to 
30 years.” 

The conservative, ambulatory treat- 
ment for static edema is usually band- 
aging and periods of elevation of the 
extremity. When an ulcer is present, 
management may vary from application 
of dressings to more radical procedures, 
which require hospitalization. It is well 
established that an ulcer will heal on a 
program of bed rest and elevation. The 
major reason for this success is the re- 
duction of edema. Once the patient is 
ambulatory again there is no assurance 
that the edema will not return with the 
formation of another ulcer. It therefore 
seems rational to assume that if the 
edema can be reduced and the ulcer 
healed by an ambulatory treatment, in 
which the aggravating environmental 
factors are still exerting their influence, 


recurrence of the situation will be less 
likely. Scott and Radakovich,* who used 
an ingenious pulsatile air-pressure rubber 
legging in the ambulatory approach to 
stasis ulcers noted, “the rate of healing 
appears to be at least as fast with the pa- 
tient ambulatory and active as can be 
obtained by elevation of the extremity in 
bed.” In a later paper® Scott reports 
healing in 89 out of 105 cases of stasis 
ulcers. This is an excellent result, but 
there are two objections to his therapy 

the discomfort of the legging, particu- 
larly in warm weather, and the fact that 
the patient does not learn to look after 
his own condition. 

The Bisgaard treatment is an impor- 
tant step forward, for it is effective not 
only in healing these ulcers but also in 
helping to avoid their development. It 
also makes the patient an active member 
of the therapeutic team. The major dif- 
ferences between this method and other 
ambulatory treatments are massage and 
exercise. This new treatment was first 
presented in 1939 by Holger Bisgaard, a 
Danish physician. Nine years later his 
wife published a translated extract of his 
book.® Yet the Bisgaard treatment might 
have remained confined to Denmark had 
not Bisgaard’s physical therapist gone to 
work in England. At St. Thomas’ Hos- 
pital in London she demonstrated the 
treatment with such dramatic results 
that the hospital adopted the method as 
a routine therapy. 

Since then the treatment has spread 
throughout England, to Canada, and to 
Australia.* *'° The purpose of this paper 
is to bring to the attention of those in 
the field of physical medicine and _re- 
habilitation in the United States a very 
effective therapy that falls directly with- 
in the scope of this specialty, with the

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hope that the Bisgaard treatment will be 
tried and adopted in this country. 


History 


Bisgaard was by no means the first to 
use physical therapeutic measures to 
ward off or cure the effects of static 
edema. Aetius of Amida (A.D. 500-550) 
was the first to use elevation of the 
lower extremities; Paulus Aegieta (A.D. 
625-690) followed his surgical proce- 
dures for varicose veins by bandaging the 
leg." 

Other physical agents have been used 
throughout the years, including zinc ion 
transfer and ultraviolet radiation, but 
these measures have been directed solely 
toward the healing of ulceration. The 
ulcer, however, is but one result of static 
edema and as such is of minor impor- 
tance from the therapeutic standpoint. 
It will heal as the edema is reduced. 
Treatment directed only toward healing 
the ulcer is a waste of time. Although 
these physical agents are still used on 
occasion to aid the healing process, they 
have been relegated to their proper place 
in the treatment of indolent ulcer. 


Etiology 


Bauwens’ remarked that the tendency 
to edema always exists in the dependent 
parts of the body. This tendency is ag- 
gravated into frank static edema by four 
predisposing factors: varicose veins, in- 
fection, trauma, and muscular inactivity. 
Therefore, static edema is a_ possibility 
not only in the presence of varicose veins 
but also in such cases as fracture in 
which muscular inactivity may be pro- 
longed or in neurological conditions, 
such as poliomyelitis and multiple sclero- 
sis, in which the muscles of the lower ex- 
tremity may be severely involved. It is 
also seen occasionally in the upper ex- 
tremity, particularly after radical mas- 
tectomy. 

If some chronic infection such as cell- 
ulitis, thrombophlebitis, or periphlebitis 
is superimposed upon the static edema, 
the latter undergoes organization. Inter- 
stitial fibrosis then occurs and induration 
develops. The final step is an indolent 
ulcer, which occurs either spontaneously 
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or as a result of mild trauma to the ieg. 
In certain cases, particularly in patients 
with a history of previous thrombosis in 
the deep veins, an ulcer can occur as a 
result of trauma at the stage of static 
edema even before induration develops 
(Fig. 1). 

If this line of thought is accepted, then 
the initial factor responsible for the ul- 
ceration is the edema, and the treatment 
of this edema is the basis of the Bisgaard 
method. 


Bisgaard Method 


The Bisgaard method naturally does 
not preclude treatment of the under- 
lying cause of edema. In the patient 
with varicose veins, physical therapy in 
no way replaces sclerotherapy or surgical 
stripping and excision. Rather, physical 
therapy in certain instances is a useful 
adjunct to other treatments. Also in a 
few patients, in whom all other treat- 
ments have failed or whose medical con- 
dition forbids radical treatment, physical 
therapy is the treatment of choice. 

As the Bisgaard treatment has spread 
to other centers minor modifications 
have been made; however, the objectives 
and the fundamental steps of the method 
have remained the same. The objectives 
of this therapy are threefold: to reduce 
and control the edema, to soften any in- 
durated areas, and to heal the ulcer if 
one exists. To achieve these results the 
treatment consists of elevation, massage, 
bandaging and exercise. 

Elevation: The patient is treated while 
lying on a plinth with both legs elevated 
to about 45 degrees. Bisgaard used ele- 
vation only while massaging and ap- 
plying the bandage. Certain clinics," '* 
including our own, have adopted the 
habit of placing the patient in this posi- 
tion for 20 to 30 minutes prior to the 
massage in order to reduce some of the 
superficial edema. 

Massage: Massage during elevation is 
the one phase of the treatment that has 
been greatly modified. Bisgaard concen- 
trated the massage to the plantar surface 
of the foot, the malleolar areas, and 
along both sides of the Achilles tendon. 
He used repeated, firm, centripetal 
strokes. Most clinics, while adhering to

this technic, have expanded the massage 
to involve the entire leg. Thus treatment 
begins with deep, upward effleurage 
starting at the thigh and _ progresses 
downward to the calf. Then deep, brisk 
friction massage is applied to the areas 
of induration and to the edges of the 
ulcer. Although the physiology of fric- 
tion massage is not completely under- 
stood, actual softening of these areas is 
observed clinically. 

Bandaging: Oldham"* states, ‘““The ab- 
solute essential in the treatment of all 
cases of venous stasis, no matter the de- 
gree or cause, is continuous, prolonged, 
firm elastic support of the leg from the 
roots of the toes to just below the knee.” 
Prior to the application of the bandage, 
some form of padding is placed under 
the longitudinal arch of the foot, and be- 


hind and under the malleoli. It is held 
in place with gauze. By this means an 
even pressure is assured over the entire 
foot and leg. The nature of the padding 
varies with personal preference, the com- 
mon materials being cotton batting or 
sponge rubber. The elastic bandage 
should be at least 11 feet long and 3 
inches in width, and either a one-way 
or two-way stretch. Preferably it should 
be of soft, nonabsorbent material. Crepe 
and very light elastic bandages have 
proved unsatisfactory. 

To apply the bandage (Fig. 2), the 
first turn starts just behind the metatarso- 
phalangeal joint of the big toe and en- 
circles the foot in such a way as to lift 
the internal edge of the foot. The second 
turn runs behind the heel, and care is 
taken that one-third of the width over-

laps the plantar surface of the heel. The 
bandage is then brought back over the 
dorsum of the foot from where the third 
turn begins. This turn is the “stirrup 
turn.” It is laid vertically on the heel 
turn and passes over the medial malleo- 
lus. The crosswise arrangement of the 
second and third turns gives a strong 
massaging effect with every step taken 
by the patient. The pressure of the band- 
The 


bandaging is then continued up the leg, 


age in these three turns is very firm 


with decreasing pressure, and extends to 
the tibial tuberosity. Usually the band- 
age is not worn at night. 

Exercise: The legs are removed from 
their elevated position and active exer- 
cises are performed. They include exer- 
cises for the foot, ankle, and knee. Foot 
exercises also may be performed during 
the massage of the foot and ankle. In 
this case the exercises are synchronized 
with the massage so that plantar flexion 
accompanies the upward stroke of the 
massage. In cases of muscle paralysis, 
electrical stimulation may be substituted 


for exercises. Tetanic contractions are 
the most effective. 

Besides active exercises, gait is cor- 
rected and practiced when necessary, and 
patients are advised to exercise by walk- 
ing. Bisgaard always insisted that his 
patients walk for 30 minutes after the 
bandage was applied. In his experience, 
pain occurred around the ankle and the 
lower part of the leg if this were not 
done. Other clinics suggest daily walks 
varying from two® to four miles.!? 

The attention given the ulcer is mini- 
mal. Bisgaard used compresses medi- 
cated with 0.86 aluminum acetate. 
Again this part of the treatment will vary 
with personal preference, but it is gen- 
erally agreed that as long as the sub- 
stance is nonirritating it makes little dif- 
ference what is used. 

In the beginning, treatments are usu- 
ally scheduled three times a week. As 
the condition starts to improve, the num- 
ber of treatments per week is diminished. 
Once the edema is satisfactorily reduced 
and controlled, the sequelae of this stasis

edema will improve. At this point the 
patient may be discharged. From the be- 
ginning of therapy the patient is care- 
fully schooled in the technics of massage, 
bandaging, and exercise. He performs 
these on the nontreatment days and per- 
sists with them after discharge. The 
elastic bandage may be replaced by an 
elastic stocking once recurrence seems 
unlikely. In some cases it is possible to 
dispense with all elastic support. 


Results 


The success of the Bisgaard trectment 
is largely dependent on the patient. If 
he is intelligent and cooperative, then a 
long-lasting, successful result can be rea- 
sonably expected. Bisgaard® states that 
the “statistics of recurrences would only 
be statistics of the weaknesses which al- 
ways stick to man: laziness, carelessness, 
imbecility, senility and various other 
causes.” These weaknesses are equally 
important in other conditions in which 
so much depends on the patient’s atti- 
tude toward his disease. 

Following the method outlined, two 
authors have reported on large series of 
cases. Bauwens’ in 125 cases had 5.6 
per cent failures with this treatment. 
Curwen and Scott* in 352 cases of ulcers 
healed by this method had a recurrence 
rate of 12.2 per cent. Thus, the effective- 
ness of the Bisgaard treatment is fairly 
well established, but more reports of this 
nature would do much to expedite the 
spread of the therapy. 


Case Reports 


The following two cases will illus- 
trate more specifically the treatment and 
the results that can be expected. 

Following pregnancy 42 years ago a 
70-year-old white woman suffered a con- 
dition of the left leg that she calls a 
“milk leg.” Throughout the years static 
edema was apparent, and occasionally an 
ulcer would form and heal spontane- 
ously. In April, 1950, she bumped the 
leg against a rocking chair and an ulcer 
resulted. Local treatment to the lesion 
and an elastic bandage were started in 
January, 1951. In December of the same 
year the ulcer was reported healed, but 
in January, 1952, it recurred. From then 
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until January, 1954, the ulcer continued 
to improve and then break down again 
with monotonous regularity. The patient 
refused to be hospitalized. Accordingly, 
the Bisgaard treatment was started as a 
last resort in January, 1955. At that time 
the patient was suffering much discom- 
fort from severe static edema. She had 
two ulcers, a large one above the medial 
malleolus and a small one in the lateral 
malleolar area. The smaller one healed 
in a month; the larger one healed grad- 
ually in three months. The patient. was 
discharged in April, 1955 to return for 
monthly check-ups. To date the leg has 
remained in excellent condition, and the 
patient continues to follow her home 
program. She is now wearing an elastic 
stocking. An 81-year-old white woman 
was first seen on January 10, 1955 with 
edema and dermatitis of the right leg, 
of obscure etiology. She had had the 
condition for five years. At that time she 
had two ulcers in the right anterior tibial 
area. Edema was also present in the left 
leg but there were no skin changes. She 
was hospitalized on January 27, 1955 to 
receive treatment for both the dermatitis 
and ulcers. As an adjunct to this treat- 
ment she received a few Bisgaard treat- 
ments, but after her discharge on Febru- 
ary 12, 1955 she was unable to return to 
the clinic for further therapy. By March 
the ulcers were healed but the edema 
and eczema were causing her much dis- 
comfort. At her own request she re- 
sumed physical therapy. She is now re- 
ceiving three treatments a week and her 
son is carrying out the procedures at 
home. As the edema decreases the ec- 
zema is improving. 

Measurements of the leg have been 
taken regularly. After a few treatments 
she maintained reduction of the edema 
achieved in the previous treatment. Fol- 
lowing this she reached a plateau, but 
not before losing one inch in circumfer- 
ence at most areas measured. Because of 
the edema in the left leg it was impossible 
to use it as a control for these measure- 
ments. 


Conclusions 
There are two main advantages to the 
Bisgaard treatment: It is an ambulatory 
treatment, thus saving on hospital beds 
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and absenteeism from work, and the 
patient plays an active role and therefore 
takes more interest in maintaining a good 
result. The one possible disadvantage is 
the time involved in each treatment ses- 
sion. The first case report illustrates very 
well the difference in results obtained 
when massage and exercise are added to 
elevation and bandaging. 

This effective and safe treatment is a 
valuable addition to the armamentarium 
of the specialty of physical medicine and 
rehabilitation. Foote’ states, “In no 
field of treatment does the physiothera- 
pist play a more important role than in 


the care of the ‘indurated leg’. 


Summary 


The Bisgaard treatment for static 
edema and its sequelae of induration, 
eczema, and ulceration has been pre- 
sented. Two case reports are used to 
illustrate the effectiveness of this treat- 
ment.

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Unusual Sites of Rheumatoid Arthritis 
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The opportunity to diagnose rheuma- 
toid arthritis at an early stage is some- 
times missed because the initial survey is 
limited to the more common sites of the 
disease. Similarly, when an initial exam- 
ination reveals inflammatory changes in 
a single joint, the physician will often 
delay in making a diagnosis of rheuma- 
toid arthritis until similar inflammatory 
changes are found at another commonly 
involved articulation. Thus, much valu- 
able time may be lost in starting appro- 
priate treatment. There is also the possi- 
bility that arthrotomy may be advised for 
the correction of any persistent monar- 
thritis, and that the true nature of the 
articular disease may be learned only 
when the patient’s response to surgery is 
less than satisfactory. Frequently we have 
found early signs of the disease and 
avoided advising needless surgery by the 
routine performance of a detailed survey 
of articular and extra-articular sites, as is 
outlined in this report. 

Attention has been drawn by several 
authors to the association of so-called 
classical rheumatoid arthritis with in- 
flammatory changes in diverse and un- 
usual connective tissue sites. Savill’ found 
synovitis and subchondral erosion of the 
manubriosternal joint in 44 out of 61 
patients with axial rheumatoid arthritis. 
In his series, the pathological changes in 
synovium and cartilage removed from 
this joint were identical with the changes 
seen in the sacro-iliac joints. Calcaneal 
spurs were also found associated with 
rheumatoid arthritis, both of peripheral 
joints and of the spine, by Costa and by 
Davis and Blair.* The latter authors ob- 
served prompt reduction in local pain in 
the heel after irradiation of the lumbar 
spine with x-rays. 

Ropes and Bauer* have observed soft 
tissue inflammatory changes in bursae, 
tendons, and fasciae in patients with clin- 
ically established rheumatoid arthritis. 
They specifically reported on 9 rheuma-

toid patients who had cysts either of the 
popliteal space (“Baker’s cysts”) or in 
the quadriceps pouch. Also indicative of 
a fresh interest in the soft tissue manifes- 
tations of rheumatoid arthritis is a recent 
review by Bayles.° He discussed the dis- 
ability that frequently attends inflamma- 
tion of bursae and tendons. Particularly 
he referred to the association of bursal in- 
flammation about the fascia lata and 
Achilles’ tendon with “systemic connec- 
tive tissue disorders such as rheumatoid 
arthritis or gout.” 


Report of a Study 


A total of 93 patients with clinically 
established rheumatoid arthritis was the 
basis of this study. There were 49 fe- 
males and 44 males, ranging in age from 
5 to 72 years; however, 52 of the patients 
were between 20 and 35 years of age. 
The criteria adopted for inclusion of pa- 
tients in this study were as follows: 

1. There had to be sufficient evidence 
of the systemic nature of the disease 
process, as reflected in elevation of 
the sedimentation rate, weight loss, 
or the presence of a_ refractory 
anemia. 

2. There had to be pluri-articular in- 
volvement with roentgenologic ev- 
idence of secondary osteitis. 

3. All patients had to be screened by 
at least three physicians before be- 
ing accepted for this study. 
Patients whose clinical findings 
pointed to the likelihood of a re- 
lated “collagen disease,’ such as 
lupus erythematosus or sclero- 
derma, were not included in this 
report. 
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Sites of Joint Disease 


Table | illustrates the frequency of oc- 
currence of inflammatory changes in five 
joints and in four extra-articular sites in 
which such involvement is uncommon. 

Case reports on two patients who ex- 
hibited unusual features of wrist joint 
disease are also included in this report. 
Likewise, reference is made to the occur- 
rence of tenosynovitis in association with 
rheumatoid arthritis.

Sternoclavicular Joints: Usually syno- 
vial thickening itself was such an obvious 
sign when sternoclavicular joints were in- 
volved that inspection alone was sufh- 
Arthritis at this site has been as- 
sociated with chondritis at the 
chondral junctions in all three patients, 
and at the costovertebral joints in one 
patient. Atypical pain in the chest wall 
was the symptom that first directed at- 
tention to early inflammatory changes in

Superior Radio-Ulnar Joints: In 5 pa- 
tients, involvement of superior radio- 
ulnar joints was discovered by the pro- 
duction of local pain on deep pressure 
over the head of the radius. At a later 
stage in the disease it was also possible to 
elicit crepitus during the movement of 
supination. Attention is directed to early 
signs of involvement of these joints be- 
cause of the functional interdependence 
of the superior radio-ulnar and more dis- 
tally placed joints. Arthritis in the 
superior radio-ulnar joint was in all in- 
stances associated with loss of the full 
range of supination. Too frequently this 
led to the patient’s assumption of a 
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chronic position of partial pronation, 
with all its attendant dangers of ulnar 
deviation at the wrist and fingers. 

Radiocarpal Joints: Radiocarpal joints 
are widely recognized as among the com- 
monest sites of early rheumatoid arthri- 
tis: however, early in this investigation we 
frequently overlooked minimal signs of 
inflammatory reaction because of incom- 
plete examination of the entire circum- 
ference of the joint. When palpation for 
signs of localized tenderness was limited 
to the dorsal or volar aspects of the joint, 
the existence of early chondritis or osteitis 
about the radial or ulnar styloid proc- 
esses often was unrecognized. It was our 
subsequent experience that pain from 
pressure over the styloid processes was 
one of the earlier signs of disease in the 
radiocarpal joint. 

Our particular purpose in alluding to 
the radiocarpal joint is to point out the 
easy accessibility of the joint for open 
biopsy. Because of the joint’s location it 
was relatively easy to obtain not only an 
adequate sample of synovium but also 
wedge biopsies of the radial styloid proc- 
ess for histological examination of radio- 
lucent areas in the bone. Removal of 
such specimens has been of aid in differ- 
ential diagnosis in two patients with 
“punched-out” areas in the subchondral 
bone. In both instances, a diagnosis of 
gouty arthritis had been made, and the 
patients had been placed on an appropri- 
ate regimen of dictary restrictions and ur- 
icosuric medication. Open biopsy of the 
“punched-out” areas in the radial styloid 
process failed to reveal any local accumu- 
lation of urates. Figures la and b show 
the progressively destructive changes in 
the subchondral bone which led compe- 
tent radiologists to offer a diagnosis of 
gouty arthritis in one of these patients. 
Figure lc shows the postoperative appear- 
ance of the same joint after a wedge had 
resected the radial styloid 
process. Microscopically diagnosis 
“compatible with rheumatoid arthritis” 
was made in both instances (fig. 1d). 


Carpometacarpal Joint of the Thumb: 
Loss of articular cartilage with secondary 
sclerosis of the articular surfaces of the 
trapezium and thumb metacarpal was 
seen in three patients. The articular dis-

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ease in this location was most apparent 
when palpation was applied over the dor- 
sal joint line. The occurrence of inflam- 
matory change in this joint also resulted 
in rapid deformity. Its inherent danger 
lay in the tendency for the local synovitis 
to cause secondary adduction contrac- 
tures of the thumb metacarpal, with sub- 
sequent dorsal subluxation at the more 
distal metacarpophalangeal joint. 

Osteitis of the Symphysis Pubis and of 
the Ischiac Tuberosity: It is well known 
that patients with rheumatoid spondy- 
litis often complain of pain at the symph- 
sis pubis and at the tuberosities of the 
ischium. In three patients with com- 
bined spinal and_ peripheral 
roentgenologic evidence of inflammatory 
changes in the bones was found in these 
locations. In none of these patients 
would these inflammatory changes have 
been found if only the usual lumbosacral! 
x-rays had been taken. Consequently it 
became our practice routinely to order 
x-rays of the pelvis in all patients with 
symptoms suggestive of early rheumatoid 
spondylitis. In such films not only was 
the lower limit of the sacro-iliac joint in 
clear view, but it was also possible to vis- 
ualize the symphysis pubis, the trochant- 
ers, and the tuberosities of the ischium, 
in addition to the hip joints.

Superior Tibiofibular Joints: Five pa- 
tients had symptoms of pain adjacent to 
the superior articulation of the tibia and 
fibula. In three of these patients, pain 
was elicited when digital pressure was 
applied over the head of the fibula. In 
two instances, patients complained spon- 
taneously of pain in this location: in both 
there was moderate swelling at the joint 
itself. 

This joint offers another site for com- 
prehensive biopsy. Figure 2a shows a 
lateral view of a tibiofibular joint in a 
patient with beginning articular symp- 
toms but no roentgenologic changes. Six 
years later, the obvious signs of subchon- 
dral osteitis pointed to progression of the 
disease (fig. 2b). At that time, the usual 
problems of differential diagnosis in a 
patient with an elevated blood uric acid 
and “punched-out” bony areas were re- 
solved only after biopsy of the bone had 
been performed. Figure 2c shows the ex-

tent of the biopsy, in which adequate 
samples of diseased bone, fibrillated car- 
tilage, and inflamed synovium were re- 


moved. Microscopic study of these speci-' 


mens permitted the rejection of a diag- 
nosis of gouty arthritis because of absence 
of local urate collections at the sites of 
bony erosion or in the adjacent synov- 
ium. One year after surgery the patient 
had no symptom of pain at the site of 
operation. 


Sites of Periarticular Disease 

Extensor Tenosynovitis: The diagnosis 
of rheumatoid arthritis frequently can be 
made at the stage of monarticular in- 
volvement by the discovery of concurrent 
soft tissue inflammation in bursae, ten- 
dons, and fasciae. In three such patients, 
localized heat and tenderness indicated 
the presence of inflammatory changes in 
the synovial sheaths of the extensor ten- 
dons of the hand. In two other patients 
similar changes were found in the exten- 
sor tendons of the toes. The location of 
these swellings was commonly found 
proximal to the transverse ligaments of 
the wrist and to the cruciate ligament of 
the foot. Because the swelling was lo- 
cated proximal to these ligaments, excur- 
sion of the long extensor tendons was 
limited and flexion at the metacarpo- 
phalangeal and interphalangeal joints 
was grossly reduced in amplitude. 

“Baker's Cysts’: Protrusions of synov- 


ium posterior to the knee joint were 
found in nine patients in this series. 
In most instances, patients specifically

pointed to this area as painful, and in 
two patients this was the site of maximal 
local discomfort. Two patients had been 
operated on in another hospital for 
“cysts” of the opposite knee, and had not 
noted any recurrence on that side. Oper- 
ations were not performed on any of the 
nine patients in this series because in all 
instances the “cysts” became resorbed, 
either spontaneously or after conservative 
treatment, to the extent that they were 
no longer disabling. 

Achilles Bursitis: Frequently patients 
were referred for treatment with a work- 
ing diagnosis of “arthritis of the ankle 
joint.” In 11 such patients, we failed to 
find the usual circumferential synovial 
protrusion around the mortice. In all of 
these patients, the local signs of inflam- 
mation were found posterior to the ankle 
joint, in the region of the insertion of the 
tendo achillis. On closer examination it 
was discovered that the inflamed and 
tender area was anterior to this tendon 
and was in fact at the site of the pre- 
Achilles’ bursa. Figure 3 illustrates the 
presence of unilateral increased soft tis- 
sue outline at this site in a patient with 
persistent involvement of this bursa. The 
most common symptom that these pa- 
tients offered was pain on walking, par- 
ticularly when “pushing off.” In all of 
these 11 patients, this was one of the 
most resistant sites of inflammatory 
change. 

Iliotibial Band: The rapid onset of lo- 
cal tenderness and subsequent contrac- 
ture was seen in the iliotibial band of

two patients. Since biopsies of the area 
were not made, it was not possible to de- 
termine whether these changes were 
merely adaptive or represented actual 
primary fasciitis; however, in the patient 
seen in figure 4 direct surgical release of 
a contracted band produced a satisfac- 
tory reduction in existing flexion contrac- 
tures at the knee and hip joints. After 
the operation there was even a prompt 
reduction in the severity of the general- 
ized that had re-

the tendons manually. 

Calcaneal Spurs: In three patients a 
complaint of “painful heels” was the 
earliest sign of impending rheumatoid 
arthritis. After the subsequent develop- 
ment of synovial thickening in several 
joints, these patients continued to have 
pain and tenderness over the posterior 
insertion of the plantar fascia. 


Discussion 


The finding of inflammatory changes 
in the

sites discussed has contributed 


tive diagnosis in a considerable percen- 


tage of our patients. In 27 patients, the 
cause of a “persistent monarthritis” 
would not have been discovered if any- 
thing less than an exhaustive joint survey 
had been performed. By the inclusion of 
these sites in the initial examination, four 
patients were saved from the necessity of 
undergoing an operation. In one in- 
stance when an inadequate examination 
was performed on a patient with chronic 
arthritis of one knee, unnecessary surgical 
exploration of the knee joint 
undertaken. After every attempt at mo- 
bilization of the knee joint was unsuc- 
cessful postoperatively, a thorough survey 
revealed that the patient had pre-existing 
arthritis of the sacro-iliac joints in addi- 
tion to an osteitis of the symphysis pubis. 

Of course, the presence of inflamma- 
tion at the locations reviewed in_ this 
paper does not necessarily connote in 
every instance the diagnosis of a systemic 
disease such as rheumatoid arthritis. Pain 
and swelling at these sites are frequently 
no more than a local response to irrita- 
tion or to mechanical malalignment. It 
is equally evident that the finding of such 
a local inflammation in a patient who has 
true arthritis at another site should cast 
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serious doubt on the likelihood that the 
disease at either site is due to mechanical 
changes. In the presence of such findings 
the physician’s first responsibility is to 
suspect systemic disease before conserva- 
tive or operative treatment is directed at 
the local site. 


Summary 

Nine unusual sites of connective tissue 
disease in 93 patients with rheumatoid 
arthritis have been discussed. The easy 
accessibility of the radial styloid and of 
the superior tibiofibular joints for com- 
prehensive biopsy has been pointed out. 
The desirability of extending routine 
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joint surveys to include these sites has 
been stressed. 


Health Research Facilities Program 


On July 30, 1956, the President signed the Health Research Facilities Act of 1956. 
which authorizes the appropriation of funds not to exceed $30 million for each of 
three years to assist in the financing of the construction of facilities for research in 
the “sciences related to health.” The Act defines “sciences related to health” as in- 
cluding medicine, osteopathy, dentistry, and public health, and fundamental and 
applied sciences when related thereto. The assistance is to be in the form of grants 
in aid to public and non-profit institutions on a basis of not more than 50 per cent 
for the Federal share. Items not creditable for matching purposes include (1) costs 
for the acquisition of land or off-site improvements, and (2) obligations made prior 
to the award of the research facilities grant concerned. The Congress has now appro- 
priated $30 million to the Public Health Service, Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare, for this program. These funds are now available and will remain 


available until expended. 


The funds are to be used to provide additional research facilities through the con- 
struction and/or equipping of new buildings or the expansion, remodeling, alteration, 


and /or equipping of existing buildings. 


The new law provides for the appointment of a National Advisory Council on 
Health Research Facilities. It is expected that this Council will meet in the near 
future to establish policies and approve regulations for the administration of the new 
program. The Surgeon General is not permitted to award a research facilities grant 
in aid which has not previously been approved by the Council.

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Effect of Elastic Bandage, Ultrasonic Diathermy,

Circulation Time of Lower Extremities

In previous studies of venous circula- 
tion, effects of various physical modali- 
ties, postures, and pressures applied to 
the lower extremities and to the abdomen 
were discussed.':? The present report 
deals with the effect upon venous circula- 
tion time of elastic bandage, ultrasonic 
diathermy, and histamine ion transfer 
when applied to the calf. 


Method 


Patients referred to the department of 
physical medicine for routine diagnosis 
and treatment were used as test subjects. 
They included patients with and withoui 
circulatory disturbances of the 
extremities. 

As in the previous studies, radioiodine 
(I'8') was used as a tracer substance. 
The dose was 5 # (microcuries ) contained 
in a volume of 0.5 ml. Time for comple- 
tion of the injection was less than | 
second. Prior to injection and during 
intervals between successive tests, a 20 
gage needle inserted into the dorsal vein 
of the foot was kept patent by a con- 
tinuous drip of saline solution flowing at 
the rate of 60 drops per minute. During 
the performance of a test, the saline 
flow was temporarily stopped by means 
of a two-way stopcock. The test material 
was then injected through the side inlet. 

The detecting device consisted of a 
scintillation counter placed in contact 
with the skin over the groin at the junc- 
tion of the femoral and saphenous veins.

Collimation was provided by a lead win- 
dow 1% inches in and 1% 
inches in length.

Control time was first measured after 
the subject had remained recumbent with 
saline flowing for at least 20 minutes. At 


least two control determinations were 
made at 5 to 10 minute intervals. If the 
first two consecutive observations dis- 


agreed by more than 10 per cent, several 
obtained until the agreement 
of two in sequence was within 10 per 
cent. The fastest of the last two time 
measurements was used for comparison 
with the experimental values determined 
thereafter. When more than one mo- 
dality was tested on a single subject, one 
or more additional control readings were 
made in a manner similar to the initial 
series. A difference between control and 
experimental time was not considered 
significant unless it exceeded 20 per cent 
of the control. 

The temperature of the room in which 
the tests were performed varied between 
22 and 31C. (72 to 84F.) at different 
times, but did not change more than 
0.5 C. during the course of the testing of 
a given patient. Hence the effect of 
temperature did not contribute to any 
change in circulation time readings that 
may have occurred. The tables indicate 
the temperature of the room for each 
patient tested.

Effect of Elastic Bandage 


Nine patients were tested 15 times to 
note the effect upon venous circulation 
of elastic bandage applied to the leg from 
foot to knee (table 1). The bandage was 
applied in the usual fashion, from the 
foot proximally to the knee. The degree

Effect of Ultrasonic Diathermy 

In view of the increasing use of ultra- 
sonic diathermy, it was decided to test 
its effect upon venous circulation time. 
If ultrasonic diathermy produced an 
arterial vasodilatation, then the increased 
arterial flow should be reflected in an 
increased venous flow and a_ reduced 
circulation time. Fourteen patients were 
tested. The area of the sound head was 
7 sq. cm.; the sounding was given by 
slow motion of the sound head over the 
skin of the calf, which had previously 
been with mineral oil. To 
minimize any emotional factor, the 
control time was obtained by sounding 
the calf at 0 watts output. 

The dose varied between 1 and 3 
watts per square centimeter, (7 to 20 
watts total), for 5 or 10 minutes (table 
2). Of the 14 patients tested, 8 showed 
no change in circulation time, 4 had a 
reduced time, and 2 an increased time. 
In view of these results the claim cannot 
be made that ultrasonic diathermy pro- 
duced a consistent change in blood flow 
through the tested area as reflected in 
venous circulation time.

Effect of Histamine lon Transfer

to the calf and covered with a 3 by 3 
inch gauze square impregnated with 
saline. A similar sized strip of gauze was 
applied to the other calf. The positive 
pole of a galvanic machine was used to 
drive histamine into the treated tissue. 
The average current was 10 ma. (milli- 
amperes) for 5 to 10 minutes. The 
criterion for stopping the treatment was 
the development of wheals over the 
treated area. 

Of the 10 patients treated, 3 showed 
no change in circulation time, 5 had a 
decreased circulation time, and 2 an 
increased circulation time. This increase 
is difficult to explain as histamine is 
usually thought of as a vasodilator. 


Discussion 

In reviewing the studies':* done so 
far on the effect of various procedures 
on venous circulation, it is found that 
the following procedures will usually re- 
duce circulation time and increase the 
velocity of deep venous flow: leg eleva- 
tion, sinusoidal stimulation of calf mus- 
cles, heat to legs, mechanical vibration 
(by virtue of vasodilatation), and light 
constriction by a cuff around the calf 
(below 20 mm. Hg). A pad under the 
knee or calf reduces the circulation time 
from foot to groin through superficial 
channels, but at the expense of producing 
stasis in the deep veins.

Standing and cuff pressures over 40 
mm. Hg will consistently increase cir- 
culation time and diminish venous blood 
velocity. Heat to abdomen, rhythmic 
constriction, 90 degree knee flexion, and 
sitting have a variable effect. The pres- 
ent work with elastic bandage, ultrasonic 
diathermy, and histamine iontophoresis 
shows that these three procedures should 
be classified as modalities that have a 
variable effect upon circulation time. 

One of the methods recommended for 
the prevention of thrombosis and em- 
bolism postoperatively is the application 
of an elastic bandage.* Our tests showed, 
however, that compression of a leg may 
actually cause an increased circulation 
time (diminished venous flow) from 
foot to groin; hence an elastic bandage 
encourages rather than prevents such 
complications. Even light constriction 
occasionally caused an increase in circu- 
lation time and diminished velocity of 
flow; therefore, it is doubtful 
whether this procedure, used postopera- 
tively, can be expected to help in the 
prevention of thrombosis and embolism.

These results should not be interpreted, 
however, as negating the use of elastic 
bandage or stocking in varicose disease 
to reduce the volume of blood in the leg.

Conclusions 
Studies were undertaken to determine 
the effect upon foot to groin circulation 
time of an elastic bandage applied to the 
leg, of ultrasonic diathermy to the calf, 
and of histamine ion transfer to the calf. 
The results show that none of these 
modalities can be expected to increase 
consistently the velocity of venous flow. 
The occasional increase in circulation 
time produced by light constriction would 
cast doubt on the reliability of this pro- 
cedure when used postoperatively for the 
prevention of venous thrombosis and pul- 
monary embolism. Of all methods tested 
to date none excels leg elevation as the 
most consistent in promoting a rapid 

rate of venous blood flow.

JOHN SEVERY HIBBEN, M.D. 
1888 - 1956 


John Severy Hibben, son of John Bascome and Nellie Hibben, was 
born in Topeka, Kansas. After receiving his preliminary education 
at public schools in Pasadena, California, he attended Stanford 
University and University of Southern California where he received 
his M.D. in 1914. Meanwhile, in 1913, he had spent three months 
in hospitals in Labrador and Newfoundland with Sir Wilfred 
Grenfell. In 1915-16, he served an internship at the Los Angeles 
General Hospital, and then established a private medical practice 
in Pasadena. During 1917-22, he was health officer in Pasadena 
Since 1937, he has been a member of the senior medical staff at St. 
Luke’s and Huntington Memorial Hospitals; since 1949, a staff 
member of the Alta Vista Hospital. At Huntington Hospital, he 
was chairman of the department of physical medicine since 1949. 
From 1921 until his resignation in 1944, he was designated physi- 
cian for the U. S. Employee’s Compensation Commission in Pasa- 
dena for the Postal, Forestry and Civil Services. He was the 
founder of the Pasadena Women’s Hospital. 


Dr. Hibben contributed numerous technical articles to many pro- 
fessional journals. He was a member of the editorial board of the 
Archives of Physical Therapy, X-Ray and Radium. 


His affiliations were many. He was a member of the house of 
delegates of the California Medical Association; a counselor of the 
Los Angeles County Medical Association; fellow of the American 
College of Physicians; member of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, California and Southern California Societies of Physical 
Medicine, Pasadena Medical Society, Los Angeles Society of 
Internal Medicine, and Phi Rho Sigma. He was a past president 
of the American Congress of Physical Medicine and Rehabilitation, 
a charter member of the American Academy of Physical Medicine 
and Rehabilitation, and a diplomate of the American Board of 
Physical Medicine and Rehabilitation. 


Surviving Dr. Hibben are his wife Jess Wheeler Hibben of

Plastic Surgery for Closure of Decubitus 
Ulcers in Patients with Paraplegia: Based 

on Experience with 1,000 Cases. H. Conway, 
and B. H. Griffith, Am. J. Surg. 91:946 
June) 1956. 


The results of treatment during a 5-year 
period of 600 decubitus ulcers in 345 para- 
plegic patients are analyzed. Conclusions in 
this report are based on experience with these 
cases and an additional 400 reported pre- 
viously. Ulcers occurred in 65 per cent of 
the patients; 158 ulcers had been closed, but 
then reopened. They were found in 19 dif- 
ferent sites. Surgical treatment was the most 
satisfactory form of therapy; 347 ulcers were 
treated in this way, 415 operations being per- 
formed. Ischial, sacral, and trochanteric ulcers 
comprised 71 per cent of the total and were 
the most difficult to treat. Principles of sur- 
gical management found to be most successful 
were: (1) excision of the ulcer, surrounding 
scar, underlying bursa, and soft tissue calcifi- 
cation, if present; (2) radical removal of the 
underlying bone; (3) covering of bone stumps 
or filling of dead space with fascia or muscle 
flap: (4) coverage with a large regional 
pedicle flap of skin and fat: and (5) thick- 
split skin graft to cover donor site of flap. 
The percentage of ulcers that healed and did 
not recur was 97 per cent for ischial ulcers, 
86 per cent for trochanteric ulcers, and 84 
per cent for sacral ulcers; the recurrence rate 
was 3, 6, and 11 per cent respectively. Also 
discussed are the pathology, general treatment, 
and complications of decubitus ulcers in para- 
plegic patients. 


Ten Cases of Rheumatoid Arthritis Treated 
with PAS and Other Measures over a Two- 
Year Period. B. Haynes. M. J. Australia 
1:692 (Apr. 28) 1956. 


Ten arthritic patients were treated with 0.5 
or | gm. of PAS (aminosalicylic acid) every 
4 hours for a total dosage of 3 to 6 gm. daily: 
duration of treatment was 14 to 31 months. 
Adjunctive therapy consisted of rest, prophy- 
lactic administration of 0.5 gm. of sulfadiazine 
twice daily, and, in some instances, gold 
therapy consisting usually of 0.05 gm. of gold 
sodium thiomalate (Myochrysine) weekly, bi- 
weekly, or monthly. Toxic symptoms have not 
occurred. Of the 10 patients, 8 are back at 
their usual occupation and 7 of these 8 are 
free of pain or disability. One patient who has 


periodic attacks of pain in her feet and fingers 
and who suffered a miscarriage has been given 
phenylbutazone (Butazolidin) in addition to 
the therapy previously described. Sedimenta- 
tion rates have been normal in 5 patients; in 
all cases this rate is appreciably lower than it 
was before treatment was initiated. Subluxa- 
tion, ulnar deviation, or hyperextension has 
not developed in any of the patients. The two 
patients with deformities and limited joint 
function had the greatest loss of function and 
irreparable damage before treatment was be- 
gun. Therapeutic response, as determined by 
the criteria of the American Rheumatism 
Association, was 5, possibly 6, complete re- 
grade 1 therapeutic response; the 
remainder have shown major improvement 
grade 2. The author concludes that PAS has 
an antirheumatic action similar to that of 
other salicylates such as sodium salicylate or 
aspirin: although its action is slower, it is 
more prolonged.

The Recovery of Poliomyelitis Viruses 
from Fecal Samples of Poliomyelitis Pa- 
tients and Household Contacts. C. A. Miller, 
and P. Kamitsuka. Am. J. M. Sc. 231:607 
(June) 1956. 


A study of the epidemiological and labora- 
tory data from nearly 250 poliomyelitis patients 
and household contact revealed that family 
infections caused by poliomyelitis were ap- 
parent in about one-third of the families 
studied. Most likely to develop clinically ap- 
parent illness were 4 and 5 year old children 
who were in contact with poliomyelitis patients. 
Poliomyelitis virus was present in stool speci- 
mens of 79 per cent of paralyzed individuals: 
the virus was present in only half of the 
specimens from nonparalyzed persons, indicat- 
ing perhaps that some of the infections were 
caused by other agents. Poliomyelitis virus 
was present in the stool specimens of one-third 
of the persons who had household contact 
with a poliomyelitis patient. The virus car- 
rier rate was greatest among household con- 
tacts who had symptoms of illness, who were 
exposed to a paralytic patient, or who were 
under 10 years of age. Excretion of virus in 
the stools was at the highest level for the 
first 3 weeks of convalescence, after which the 
rate declined sharply. The percentage of 
asymptomatic household contacts excreting 
virus was at its highest peak 3 weeks after 
initial symptoms of disease in the family. 
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Eighty per cent of the household contacts who 
were virus carriers were free of symptoms of 
iliness. Gamma globulin did not appear to 
affect the presence of virus in the fecal speci- 
mens of household contacts. 


Clinical Experience With a New Muscle 
Relaxant, Zoxazolamine. William Amols. 
J. A. M. A. 160:742 (Mar. 3) 1956. 


The efficacy of zoxazolamine (Flexin) as a 
muscle relaxant was studied in 28 patients 
Sixteen had upper motor neuron spasticity, 
two had decerebrate rigidity, one had cerebral 
palsy, four had torticollis, three had basal 
ganglion involvement and two had convulsive 
disorders. Electromyographic records supple- 
mented clinical impressions. Potentiation of 
the muscle relaxant effect of mephenesin by 
chlorpromazine had been previously noted 
clinically in patients with spasticity. This 
potentiation was also recorded electromyo- 
graphically in patients with torticollis. 

The mild muscle relaxant effect of zoxa- 
zolamine was also potentiated by chlorpro- 
mazine in the spastic cases. Oral doses as 
high as 1500 mg. four times a day of 
zoxazolamine were used preceded by 10 to 
50 mg. of chlorpromazine orally. Advantages 
of zoxazolamine are long duration of action 
(up to six hours) oral route of administration, 
and minimal side effects. In combination with 
chlorpromazine it produced a definite reduc- 
tion of muscle tone in thirteen of the sixteen 
spastic cases as shown by decrease in resistance 
to passive movement. However, its effects 
were variable in the same patient from day 
to day. There was also a wide range in effect 
from patient to patient. Reduction of spas- 
ticity was not accompanied by improved 
volitional control of the affected limb and 
muscle relaxation was obtained only at the 
expense of decreased muscle strength —a 
common complaint of the spastic patient. The 
drug is chiefly useful as an aid to nursing 
care, patient comfort and administration of 
physical therapy since flexor and adductor 
spasm at the hips and urinary urgency and 
frequency are reduced. Basal ganglion and 
convulsive disorders were not benefited at all. 


Comparison of Oral and Rectal Tempera- 
ture During Work in Heat. N. B. Strydom; 
J. F. Morrison; J. Booyens, and J. Peter. 
J. Appl. Physiol. 8:4,406 (Jan.) 1956. 


The purpose of the study was to determine 
the accuracy with which oral temperature re- 
flected rectal temperature during work in heat. 

Simultaneous measurements of oral and rec- 
tal temperature were taken on 229 under- 
ground laborers in ten different mines. The 
subjects were undergoing acclimatization and 
the measurements were made after 2-3 hours 
of moderately hard work. The range of tem- 
peratures varied from 98.5 F. to 104.4 F. for 
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the oral and from 99.4 F. to 106.2 F. for the 
rectal. The mean difference was 1.22 F. Only 
one oral temperature was higher than the 
rectal. The standard deviation of the mean 
difference was 0.64. However, there was a 
spread of —0.3 to +3.3F. in the differences 
between the two temperatures. The correla- 
tion coefficient was .830. A rectal temperature 
of 103 F. was accepted as the upper limit of 
body temperature in the acclimatization pro- 
cedure. An oral temperature of 101 F. was 
selected as the equivalent of the 103 F. rectal 
temperature. The authors realized that the 
large standard deviation of the mean differ- 
ence reduces the accuracy of prediction. With 
such an oral cut-off point 15 per cent of the 
miners will have oral temperatures exceeding 
101 F. Some may actually have rectal tempera- 
tures below 103 F. Of the 85 per cent with 
oral temperatures below 101 F., 3 per cent 
would have rectal temperatures above 103 F. 
This 3 per cent the authors regard as the 
added risk in changing from rectal to oral 
temperatures 


Procaine Injections in Sciatica and Re- 
ferred Sciatic Pain. A. Tanberg. Tidsskr. 
norske legefor. (In Norwegian) 76:288 (May 
1) 1956. 


Slow paravertebral injection of 20 ml. of 1 
per cent procaine in isotonic sodium chloride 
solution was used to relieve the discomfort of 
radicular ischialgia in 38 patients. The solu- 
tion was injected below the fifth lumbar spin- 
ous process in the direction of the lumbosacral 
trunk. Pain was relieved entirely in 20 pa- 
tients; 10 additional patients were improved 
enough to return to work; 8 were unchanged. 
Sometimes improvement continues for several 
days. Occasionally a single injection relieves 
the pain for several months; however, several 
injections at intervals of 4 to 7 days are usu- 
ally necessary. In 30 patients, the fifth lumbar 
or first sacral intervertebral disc had degen- 
erated. Frequently, 10 to 15 ml. of 0.25 per 
cent procaine in isotonic sodium chloride solu- 
tion injected intramuscularly in the trigger 
points are helpful in relieving referred sciatic 
pain, but “nervous” ischialgia is not relieved 
by injection of procaine. 


The Life History of the Neuron. Paul

It is the author's belief that the life history 
of the neuron is a history of constant change 
of “flux.” There is a continuous rapid turn- 
over of protoplasmic constituents. Evidence is 
given to show that the axon is maintained by 
a steady “proximodistal convection” of mate- 
rial from the cell body. The author points out 
that neuronal synthesis is affected by the num- 
ber of its peripheral connections and the level 
of excitation — the more convection and the 
more excitation the greater the cell volume. 
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The biochemical basis of neuronal metabolism 
is far from being completely understood. 
Ribonucleic acid and lipids have been shown 
to change in concentration depending on the 
cell activity. Apparently lipids increase and 
ribonucleic acid decreases when the nerve cell 
is vigorously excited. The genetic foundation 
for protoplasmic turnover in the neuron is ob- 
scure. The role of the glial and sheath cells in 
the life cycle of the neuron is even more 
obscure. 


Retrograde Urinary Infection Along In- 
dwelling Catheter Drainage System in 
Paraplegia. Kenny Michael; Andor A. 
Weiss; Harold J. Lindenauer; Edward F. 
Delagi; George B. D’Oranzio, and Arthur 
S. Abramson. J. Urol. 75:737 (Apr.) 1956. 


An investigation was undertaken to de- 
termine the possibility of urinary infection oc- 
curring as a result of the introduction of 
organisms in a retrograde fashion along the 
catheter drainage system. ““Two separate stud- 
ies were undertaken. The first reproduced the 
condions of a catheter-drainage system used 
by a bed patient; the second reproduced the 
condition in a wheel-chair patient, with the 
urine draining into a leg-type, rubber urinal.” 
The systems were sterilized, then the collecting 
bottle or urinal bag was inoculated with a pure 
culture of either Proteus or staphylococci. 

“The results varied with the type and strain 
of organisms used, speed and intermittence of 
flow through the rubber tube and the position 
of the free end of the drainage tube.” “When 
a continuous and rapid flow through the rub- 
ber tube was maintained, no retrograde infec- 
tion occurred ...”’. As the flow through the 
tube was cut down the percentage of retro- 
grade infections increased. When a _ rubber 
urinal was shaken the per cent was increased. 
When a urinal was inverted retrograde infec- 
tion occurred in 100 per cent of the experi- 
ments. When the free end of the drainage 
tube was raised above the level of the higher 
jar, the infection of the higher jar (which rep- 
resented the bladder) occurred immediately. 


Determination of Neutralizing Antibodies 
Against Poliomyelitis Virus in the Serums 
of Healthy Children and Adults. R. 
Sauthoff. Klin. Wecehnschr. (In German) 
34:519 (May 15) 1956. 


In numerous patients with paralytic and 
nonparalytic poliomyelitis treated by the au- 
thors in Germany, type 1 virus was the cause. 
Antibodies against this virus had been found 
in a large number of persons of all ages in the 
same area in which the patients lived. From 
December, 1954 to May, 1955 investigators 
obtained blood specimens from 26 children 
under 15 years of age and from 25 adults who 
had never had poliomyelitis as far as could be 
determined. The specimens were kept at 
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—20C.; neutralization tests were made in 
trypsinized monkey kidney cultures. Antibodies 
against the type 1 poliomyelitis virus were 
found in the specimens of 14 of the 26 chil- 
dren and in 22 of the 25 adults. Antibodies 
against type 2 were found in the samples from 
9 of the children and 15 of the adults. Anti- 
bodies against type 3 were present in 14 speci- 
mens from children and 15 from adults. Some 
of the specimens contained antibodies against 
one type of virus, some against two types, and 
others against all three types. The stools of 
patients with clinical poliomyelitis during re- 
cent epidemics contained only type 1. 


Further Outbreak of a Disease Resembling 
Poliomyelitis. D. W. Sumner. Lancet 1: 764 
(May 26) 1956. 


Since 1948, outbreaks of an illness resem- 
bling poliomyelitis have been reported in the 
literature. The disease differs from poliomye- 
litis in epidemiology and in that it is milder, 
cerebrospinal fluid is normal in a high propoy- 
tion of cases, a detectable virus is not found, 
and psychological changes are frequent. The 
authors report on an explosive outbreak of 
the disease that affected 6 soldiers in the same 
barrack block in Berlin and the orderly who 
nursed them. The illness generally started with 
headache followed in 3 days in most instances 
by photophobia, pains in the limbs and back, 
and muscle tenderness. Fever was present in 
6 patients: neck stiffness, conjunctival injec- 
tion, nystagmus, and painful eye movements 
in 5; a positive Kernig’s sign and persistent 
headache in 4; mental changes and muscle 
weakness in 3; and vomiting, hyperacusis, and 
rash in 2. The differential diagnosis of this 
disease as compared to that of poliomyelitis, 
virus meningitis, various forms of encephalitis, 
influenza, Bornholm disease (epidemic pleuro- 
dynia), and leptospirosis is also discussed. 


A Temporomandibular Joint Pain-Dysfunc- 
tion Syndrome. L. L. Schwartz. J. Chron. 
Dis. 3:284 (Mar.) 1956. 


Of 491 patients examined for symptoms 
associated with the temporomandibular joint, 
77.8 per cent presented symptoms in the form 
of a complex——a temporomandibular joint 
pain-dysfunction syndrome. 

Pain and dysfunction in the form of limita- 
tion of mandibular movement were the chief 
symptoms. The pain was usually described as 
unilateral, constant, and aching in character, 
usually aggravated by jaw movements. 

This syndrome was often precipitated by 
sudden or continuous stretch of the mastica- 
tory muscles, as in a yawn, wide bite, dental 
treatment, or by proprioceptive changes caused 
by sudden or extensive alterations in the den- 
tal occlusion through treatment. 

Therapy consisted of the use of local anes- 
thetics to relieve pain followed by therapeutic 
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exercises to restore function. To overcome the 
pain-limitation syndrome in which pain occurs 
only when forcible opening is attempted, the 
patient was asked to move the jaw in gentle, 
rhythmical, alternating movements gradually 
increasing the range. Treatment for symptoms 
of incoordination usually involved relieving 
the muscle spasm present. Alteration of occlu- 
sion was used only sparingly 


Cardiac Output During Labor. C. H. 
Hendricks, and E. J. Quilligan. Am. J. Obst. 
& Gynec. 71:953 (May) 1956. 


Cardiac outputs were determined on 47 
obstetrical patients through the final stages of 
labor and delivery as well as the immediate 
post-partum period. The “pulse 
method of determining cardiac 
used, and the conversion factors developed 
by Remington and associates were applied. 
The actual procedure was carried out by 
introducing an 18-gauge needle into the 
brachial artery to which was attached a lead 
tube. Continuous recordings of arterial pres- 
sure were made with a Sanborn Viso-Cardi- 
ette. 

All patients showed a consistent increase in 
output during uterine contractions which aver- 
aged 30.9 per cent above the pre-contraction 
level. The output during ineffective contrac- 
tion was somewhat less, being only 19.2 per

cent above the pre-contractile level 

Attempts were made to evaluate the effect 
of bearing down and pain on the increased 
output. Bearing down showed a sharp drop in 
cardiac output during the first few seconds 
with recovery to normal toward the end. Pain 
caused increases of 15-20 per cent in cardiac 
output. There was usually a significant rise in 
late labor, a further rise in some cases with 
delivery, and variable changes post- 
partum. 

The authors postulate that the increased 
cardiac output during uterine contraction is 
a simple mechanical phenomenon in that an 
increased amount of blood is presented to the 
right heart with resultant increased output. 
The results are interesting indeed but the 
method of determining cardiac output is very 
questionable and only of doubtful value. Even 
Remington in his original work realized aver-

Encephalomyelitis Simulating Poliomye- 
litis. A. M. Ramsay, and E. O’Sullivan. 
Lancet 1:761 (May 26) 1956. 


From April 1 to October 31, 1955, 8 cases 
of encephalomyelitis resembling poliomyelitis, 
which has also been reported in other coun- 
tries, were observed by the authors in London. 
The patients, 8 females and 1 male, ranged in 
age from 9 to 45 years. The onset of the 
disease was generally insidious, with various 
initial symptoms. Headache, pains in the limbs, 
and giddiness were prominent in most cases: 
lassitude, vomiting, paresthesia, anorexia, and 
nausea were present in over half of the pa- 
tients. Also noted were muscular cramps, 
twitchings, pain referred to the ear, and tran- 
sient or persistent tinnitus. Lymphadenopathy 
chiefly affecting the posterior cervical lymph 
node was found in 7 patients; neck stiffness, 
paresis, and exaggerated reflexes in 6; objec- 
tive sensory impairment and muscle tender- 
ness in 5; involvement in 4: 
extensor plantar responses in 3; nystagmus in 
2, and diplopia in 1. The left side of the body, 
especially the lower limb, was mainly affected 
Fever usually did not exceed 100 F. and tended 
to recur with relapse of symptoms. The motor 
weakness, rigidity, sensory disturbances, exag- 
gerated reflexes without muscular wasting, and 
normal cerebrospinal fluid suggested a disease 
other than poliomyelitis. Serological tests for 
all three types of poliomyelitis confirmed this 
impression. The blood picture was character- 
istic of a virus infection—neutropenia with 
inconstant abnormal lymphocytes. Electromyo- 
graphy revealed that the denervation charac- 
teristics of poliomyelitis were absent, whereas 
long polyphasic units with a reduced inter- 
ference pattern characteristic of a myelopathic 
lesion were present. A repeat examination of 
one patient 5 months later revealed no change. 
Duration of hospitalization varied from 19 to 
94 days; recovery was slow and convalescence 
protracted, with mental and physical fatigue 
and emotional instability in half the patients. 
In 6 patients, proneness to fatigue persisted : 
in 5, residual disabilities were noted.

Dr. Louis B. Newman Honored 


The highest honor awarded by the Associa- 
tion for Physical and Mental Rehabilitation, 
“The John E. Davis Award,” has been given 
to Dr. Louis B. Newman, chief of physical 
medicine and rehabilitation at the VA Re- 
search Hospital, Chicago. 

Last year the award was given to Dr. Karl 
Menninger, internationally known psychiatrist 
of the Topeka, Kansas, Menninger Clinic. 

The award was presented by the Association 
for Physical and Mental Rehabilitation at its 
annual convention, Augusta, Ga. It is awarded 
for “Distinguished Leadership and Outstand- 
ing Service in the Field of Physical Medicine 
and Rehabilitation,” and was established in 
honor of Dr. Davis while he was chief of cor- 
rective therapy in VA Central Office, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Dr. Newman, in addition to numerous ar- 
ticles and textbook contributions, has devel- 
oped several devices to assist in the rehabili- 
tation process. 

A graduate mechanical engineer as well as 
a doctor of medicine, Dr. Newman is also 
associate professor of physical medicine at 
Northwestern University Medical School. 


Dr. Charles D. Shields Named Associate 
Dean of Georgetown School of Medicine 


Dr. Charles D. Shields has been appointed 
Associate Dean of the Georgetown University 
School of Medicine. Dr. Shields has been pro- 
fessor and chairman of the Department of 
Physical Medicine and Rehabilitation at the 
school since August, 1954. He will retain that 
post in addition to the deanship. 

Before joining the Georgetown faculty, he 
was physical medicine consultant, with the 
rank of colonel, in the Professional Division 
of the Office of the Surgeon General, U. S. 
Army. He had been there since July, 1953. 

Dr. Shields, a 1934 graduate of the George- 
town Medical School, received the Master of 
Public Health degree from Harvard Univer- 
sity in 1937. He interned in the Sisters of 
Charity Hospital, Buffalo, N. Y., in 1934-35, 
and served in the U. S. Army as a first lieu- 
tenant in 1935-36. 

He has served as commissioner of health in 
Buffalo, and as an officer in the New York 
State Department of Health. He practiced 
medicine in Buffalo in 1940-41. 


Dr. Shields’ World War II service took him 
to the North African theater, and to Italy 
where he was Chief of Hospitals and Medical 
Care Section of the Allied Control Commis- 
sion. He was later named chief public health 
officer for Bavaria. 

He left the Army in 1946 for the Buffalo 
health position, returning to the military 
service in 1947. He served at Walter Reed 
and Brooke Army hospitals, and at the Med- 
ical Field Service School, Fort Sam Houston, 
before joining the Office of the Surgeon 
General.

THE DIAGNOSIS AND TREATMENT 
OF POSTURAL DEFECTS. Second edition. 
By Winthrop M. Phelps, M.D.; R.J.H. Kiputh, 
M.P.E., and Charles Weer Goff, M.D. Paper. 
Price, $6.50. Pp. 190, with illustrations. 
Charles C Thomas, Publisher, 301-327 E. 
Lawrence Ave., Springfield, Ill., 1956. 


The second edition of this book is a mixture 
of scientific information and _ unscientific 
opinions about posture. The book is written 
for “the physician, physical educator, the 
athletic coach, the teacher, and the parent.” 
It is unfortunate that the data contained in 
this book have been so confused with impres- 
sions having no solid foundation that it is 
questionable whether this book is more of a 
help or a hindrance in understanding the 
problems of posture. In picturing average 
posture from the age of one year to nineteen 
years the authors include an amazingly large 
number of subjects with appreciable scoliotic 
abnormalities. If this represents the average 
healthy normal it certainly requires documen- 
tation. The authors recognize that there can- 
not be one standard of posture but rather there 
must be some variation depending on the 
somatotype. They recognize also that skeletal 
alignment derived from the cadaveric studies 
of Braune and Fischer is artificial and does 
not represent true normal relaxed posture. 

There is a good description of the Yale 
method of assessing posture. Mixed with these 
good sections of the book are miscellaneous 
ideas such as: milk and liquid diets produce 
large abdomens while solid foods produce a 
firm, flat abdomen; maternal hormones cause 
relaxation of ligaments, tendons and joints; 
the pronated foot has a long heel cord; 
round back is due to heavy work; testosterone 
stops growth. This dogmatic over-simplifica- 
tion of common postural problems is more 
likely to confuse than to help the person with 
a limited background in this field. In the 
discussion of dorsal kyphosis the authors do 
not consider anterior vertebral wedging nor 
the mechanisms related to it. “Increased 
pelvic tilt is usually a part of increased lum- 
bar lordosis” implies a cause and effect re- 
lationship. This erroneous impression main- 
tained from previous orthopedic literature 
neglects the fact that in the presence of pelvic 
tilt compensatory lumbar lordosis is necessary 
for erect posture. Furthermore the authors 
evaluate pelvic tilt only by the external line 
of the soft tissue which bears a variable rela- 
tionship to the position of the bony pelvis. 


The authors are to be complimented for 
stating clearly that there is no arch of the 
heads of the metatarsals but that all play a 
role in weight bearing. This statement needs 
to appear in more texts on posture so that 
there is a correct understanding of weight 
bearing on the foot. Finally, this book con- 
tains a series of standard exercises for de- 
velopment of bodily suppleness and strength. 
The mixture of good and bad makes it very 
difficult to recommend this book as a text 
since only the person trained in this field 
recognizes unsupported opinion as compared 
to information from careful scientific studies. 


HYPNOSIS AND ITS THERAPEUTIC 
APPLICATIONS. Edited by Roy M. Dorcus, 
Ph.D. Cloth. Price, $7.50. Pp. 327. McGraw- 
Hill Book Company, Inc., 330 W. 42nd St., 
New York 36, 1956. 


Seven psychologists and one dentist have 
contributed their special knowledge of various 
aspects of hypnosis to this book. The result 
is a volume that should prove useful as a 
textbook on hypnosis; in fact, the material 
was compiled from lectures on the subject 
delivered in a university course. Of particular 
value to the student of hypnosis or others 
interested in further investigating certain 
facets of the subjects discussed are the ex- 
tensive bibliographies appended to each 
chapter. In some respects the book could be 
considered as a survey of the field, since its 
scope is so broad, but coverage of therapeutic 
application, a subject of particular interest to 
physicians, is fairly comprehensive. Coverage 
on experimental studies is somewhat erratic, 
ranging from brief mention to critical evalu- 
ation. Among the subjects discussed in some 
detail, and generally critically, are existing 
theories of the phenomena of hypnosis, 
methods of induction, susceptibility of sub- 
jects, physiological effects, influence on learn- 
ing and modification of habits, use as a 
diagnostic tool, methods and technics of 
hypnoanalysis, use in symptom control and 
supportive therapy, and application in a 
general hospital and in dentistry. The clini- 
cian who is interested in learning how hypnosis 
could be of use in his practice might find that 
the book is weighted too heavily with descrip- 
tions of investigations designed to test various 
hypotheses of hypnosis; however, the case 
histories cited should convince him that many 
respectable members of his profession have 
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accepted hypnosis as a valid and useful ad- 
dition to therapeutics. The present position 
of hypnosis in therapy is well defined by the 
authors. They do not offer it as a panacea, 
on the contrary, its limitations are stressed: 
but they do advocate its selective use as a 
tool in diagnosis and therapeutic procedures. 


THE ABNORMAL PERSONALITY. By 
Robert W. White, Ph.D. Second edition 
Cloth. Price, $6.50. Pp. 644. The Ronald 
Press Company, 15 E. 26th St., New York 
10, 1956. 


When we think of a “textbook” we usually 
associate it with a volume containing a con- 
glomeration of factual information which has 
to be perused slowly and laboriously. One 
expects to have to re-read several times a 
good many passages before their contents 
become clear and ready to be digested, if at 
all digestable. Well, “The Abnormal Per- 
sonality” by Robert W. White, a member of 
the Harvard University Psychology Depart- 
ment Staff, is living proof that even a textbook 
on psychology can provide freewheeling, en- 
joyable reading and also be highly instructive 
and comprehensively informative. The author 
fully accomplished his purpose “to write about 
abnormal people in a way that will be valuable 
and interesting to students new to the subject 

to whet his (student’s) interest, expand 
his horizons, register a certain body of new 
facts, and relate what he learns to the rest 
of his knowledge about mankind.” 

In the first chapter he orients the reader 
in the concepts of abnormal psychology and 
abnormal personality. The origins of abnormal 
psychology are traced from early history to 
the present time. In the second basic chapter 
the author describes in some detail five dif- 
ferent types of maladjusted personalities to 
which he frequently refers, as illustrations, 
throughout the book. In his discussions of 
development and integration of personality, 
White skillfully presents the views of several 
schools of psychological sciences without con- 
fusing the reader 

The chapters on neurosis are followed by an 
evaluation of the basic psychotherapeutic 
methods. The author substitutes the expres- 
sion “over-driven striving” for the ambiguous 
“neurotic trend.” Adequate space is devoted 
to a review of the concept and treatment of 
schizophrenia and of depressive disorders 
There are several interesting chapters on con- 
duct disorders, psychosomatic conditions, brain 
injuries, and other cerebral disorders. The 
concluding chapter deals with a discussion of 
the problem as it now confronts our society. 

One of the many highlights of the book is 
an analysis of anxiety which the author con- 
siders to be synonymous with fear. In this 
connection, there is a critical reference to 
Walter B. Cannon’s sharp distinction between 
the functions of the sympathetic and the para- 
sympathetic divisions of the autonomic nervous 
system. Although this reviewer has always 
had the profoundest respect for Cannon's 


work, it is difficult to disagree with the 
argument presented here which suggests that 
there is closer positive physiological relation- 
ship between these two divisions of the 
autonomic nervous system than is usually 
interpreted from Cannon’s presentation. In 
the same chapter the author introduces a 
defense mechanism which he calls “intellec- 
tualization,” as represented by “isolation” and 
“undoing.” 

A very interesting discussion of psycho- 
therapy defines and limits, if not clarifies, the 
designation of this form of psychiatric therapy. 
In view of the controversial aspects of the 
subject, it is highly significant that discussing 
this problem in his last chapter of the book, 
White expresses the following opinion: “the 
emergence of a new profession of psycho- 
therapists, standing in any sense apart from 
medicine, would only create confusion in the 
public mind,” even though in the previous 
paragraph he had stated: “When patients 
were asking for help and it was clear that 
no one else had time to meet their need, 
psychotherapy by clinical psychologists be- 
came inevitable.” 

In addition to a comprehensive coverage of 
material in the field of abnormal psychology, 
each chapter is followed by suggestions for 
further reading. These suggestions do not 
merely mention bibliographic material but 
also offer a brief evaluation of the publica- 
tions listed. This is a unique treat for the 
student. A name index and a detailed subject 
index make the material in the book easily 
accessible for quick reference. 

In the opinion of the reviewer, this text- 
book is a book of rare quality in many respects. 
It is, indeed, a remarkable textbook because 
of the facility with which it can be read. 
The author can easily claim to have written 
“An Introduction to Psychiatry in Ten Easy 
Readings.” 

Even though reference to rehabilitation is 
indirect and only casual, the book is highly 
recommended to all workers in this field. 
Indeed, as the author puts it “the value of a 
course in abnormal psychology is not, in my 
opinion, limited to those who plan to become 
professional workers with abnormal people. I 
am trying here to present this subject in such 
a way as to emphasize its usefulness to all 
students of human nature.” 


THE BIOCHEMISTRY AND PHYSI- 
OLOGY OF BONE. Edited by Geoffrey H. 
Bourne. Cloth. Price, $20.00. Pp. 875, with 
illustrations. Academic Press, Inc., Publishers, 
125 E. 23rd St., New York 10, 1956. 


This is an excellent monograph for the 
individual who wishes to familiarize himself 
with the current concepts in regard to bone. 
It is well written and is a fine product from 
the publishing standpoint. Twenty-seven dif- 
ferent contributors from Europe, America, 
and the Middle East serve to make this a 
distinguished list of authors. 
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Among the topics which are thoroughly and 
authoritatively considered are the general 
anatomy, embryology, histology, various func- 
tional components, and chemical aspects of 
bone, as well as many others. The influence of 
many endogenous as well as certain exogenous 
factors, radiation, for example, is thoroughly 
reviewed. 

Carefully selected illustrations with very 
lucid legends add to the usefulness of this 
monograph. The selected but extensive bibli- 
ography will be most profitable to the in- 
dividual who is interested in some special 
aspect of bone study. 

The editor and the press are to be com- 
plimented for the excellence of this particular 
product. The book is recommended as a 
valuable reference work for anyone who is 
confronted with problems of development or 
repair in skeletal structures. This would in- 
clude pediatricians, orthopedic surgeons, and, 
in a more limited sense, physiatrists. It is not 
a book one reads avidly from cover to cover. 
It should, however, serve as an invaluable 
reference and source book, since its content 
covers most questions about bone of interest 
either to the research investigator or to the 
clinician. 


ANATOMY: REGIONAL AND APPLIED. 
By R. J. Last, M.B., B.S. Cloth. Price, $10.00. 
Pp. 665, with 309 illustrations. Little, Brown 
& Company, 34 Beacon St., Boston 6, 1954. 


Occasionally a reviewer finds a book which 
is sO unusual as to arouse interest, more 
rarely one which elicits enthusiasm. This is 
a textbook on regional and applied anatomy 
which is so packed with useful and unusual 
information, presented in such a clear and 
readable form as to deserve a special note of 
praise. The postgraduate students and their 
special problems have prompted the author 
to make this presentation, and since every 
physician is in a measure a postgraduate stu- 
dent, all physicians can find much which is 
of most practical value in this book. It is not 
meant to be a “surgical” anatomy, but is 
applied in a practical way to the daily clinical 
problems of practitioners of surgery and medi- 
cine through the emphasis on functional 
aspects of the science. 

General principles that underlie structure 
help greatly to give life to a subject that is 
often deadly dry. The author’s approach can 
best be illustrated by direct quotation, “The 
student should try to grasp in clear outline a 
simple general picture of the whole region and 
then fill in the details, gradually but uniformly, 
until he has attained the depth of knowledge 
he requires; but he should never lose sight 
of his simple comprehension of the region as 
a whole. The study of anatomy is not a 
matter of committing to memory . . . pages 
of disconnected facts. The subject becomes 
vastly more entertaining when the’ student 
appreciates how and why structures exist as 
they do.” The light of embryology is brought 
to bear effectively on certain structures: 


phylogeny, or the manner in which a structure 
has evolved, illuminates other parts; physi- 
ology, or the manner in which structure con- 
forms to functional needs, clarifies the under- 
standing of many more. Dr. Last has 
combined such an approach with a refresh- 
ingly lucid style of language, shorn of the 
verbosity and obscurantic style which too often 
characterizes texts on anatomy. Anglicized 
forms of the Birmingham Revision terms are 
used, with a sprinkling of eponyms from the 
Old Terminology enough to include names 
which are in current use in hospital practice 
and medical literature. Words which denote 
direction are delightfully simplified. And 
the author says “thoracic’”’ when he means it, 
rather than the careless and totally incorrect 
“dorsal” which is often applied to the thoracic 
segment of the spine. 

The diagrams which are used to illustrate 
the segmental innervation of muscles, the 
dermatomal patterns, and the basic morph- 
ology of the central and sympathetic systems 
are well worth the price of this book, and the 
text is sprinkled from end to end with 
mnemonic and descriptive items which are as 
useful as they are delightful. The reader may 
well envy the more than 2,000 students who 
have had the benefit of the wit and wisdom of 
the author’s instructions. Illustrations and 
general principles of body structure or nerve 
distribution are simply used, axioms are stated, 
not left to the puzzled deduction of the 
student. 

A first section on tissues and structures, the 
nervous system in general, embryology and 
the anatomy of the child is followed by 
orderly descriptions of the various regions of 
the body, beginning with the limbs and ending 
with the head and neck and central nervous 
system. Student, physician, teacher and 
therapist can find in the disarmingly simple 
language of this book a wealth of fresh in- 
formation about a subject which none can 
know well enough, and also by which every 
one can achieve better means of remembering 
facts about this human body which are es- 
sential to every aspect of the healing art. 


KINESIOLOGY. By Katherine F. Wells, 
Ph.D. Second edition. Cloth. Price, $5.50). 
Pp. 516, with 233 illustrations. W. B. 
Saunders Company, W. Washington Sq., 
Philadelphia 5, 1955. 


This textbook was originally developed as 
an unpublished kinesiology handbook and 
laboratory manual for students in physical 
education; in 1950 it was expanded into a 
textbook designed to serve as basic study and 


laboratory guide. The author has _inten- 
tionally utilized simple non-technical termi- 
nology as much as possible in an attempt to 
meet the needs of the student for whom the 
book is intended. 

In this second edition, the content has 
been reorganized and approximately half of 
the text has been rewritten. This text- 
laboratory guide probably serves an excellent

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need in schools of physical education, how- 
ever, because of the laxity of terminology 
which leads to confusion and because of the 
limited scope in the consideration of general 
anatomy and motion, this text is sharply 
limited in value to the medical and _ para- 
medical specialties 


PRINCIPLES OF MEDICAL STATIS- 
TICS. By A. Bradford Hill, Ph.D. Cloth 
Price, $4.00. Pp. 314. Oxford University 
Press, 114 Fifth Ave., New York 11, 1955. 


Generally speaking, physicians concerned 
with the clinical management of ambulatory 
and hospitalized patients have little interest 
in statistical methods. Yet from time to time 
these clinicians make observations regarding 
diagnostic procedures, methods of treatment, 
or grading of end results which are reported 
and published. All too often these articles 
represent wasted time by the author and 
reader because of inapt presentation and 
interpretation of data 

This excellent guide to the study of 
statistical technic applicable to the manage- 
ment and analysis of medical data is now 
available in this sixth edition. The original 
text first appeared in 1937 in The Lancet, 
and, subsequently, was developed in book 
form because of popular demand. In this 
revision the text has been modernized and a 
new chapter dealing with the special prob- 
lems of clinical trial has been added. 

This textbook is recommended for study 
by all physicians interested in presenting tech- 
nical articles for publication. 


THORACIC SURGERY FOR PHYSIO- 
THERAPISTS. By Gladys M. Storey. S.R.N 
F.C.S.P. Cloth. Price, $3.00. Pp. 132 (a 
Lippincott Company, E. Washington Sq., 
Philadelphia 5, 1956. 


This work is a textbook divided into two 
general sections. It is intended for physical 
therapy students, and it covers the general 
aspects of thoracic surgery. Part one of the 
book describes briefly the mechanics of res- 
Ppiration, diagnostic procedures in diseases of 
the thorax, and signs and symptoms such as 
cyanosis, dyspnea and the like. 

The second part of the book describes the 
medical as well as the surgical treatment of 
many common conditions of the thorax, in- 
cluding the heart and great vessels. Several 
reports of cases are given which describe the 
postoperative course. However, only vague 
and brief references are given to the actual 
physical therapy. For example, one statement 
is: “Post-operatively, the aim should be to 
restore them to a normal healthy life as soon 
as possible.” 

The author is a nurse physical therapist 
who is a Fellow of the Chartered Society of 
Physiotherapists of Great Britain. She recog- 
mizes that the field of thoracic surgery is 
changing, and perhaps it is well that she did 
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not present detailed outlines of physical 
therapy, in view of the changing trends in 
this type of work. 

This book is an elementary textbook for 
student physical therapists, designed to ac- 
quaint them with some of the signs and 
symptoms, as well as surgical procedures, 
currently in use in diseases of the thorax. 
hirty illustrations are included. 


POLIOMYELITIS. Second edition. By 
W. Ritchie Russell, C.B.E., M.D., D.Sc. Cloth. 
Price, $3.00. Pp. 147, with illustrations. The 
Williams & Wilkins Co., Mt. Royal & Guilford 
Aves., Baltimore 2, 1956. 


This book cover all aspects of the disease, 
which is in itself a formidable task. It con- 
tains numerous charts, diagrams, and photo- 
graphs of excellent quality. It has a very 
adequate bibliography. The material is pre- 
sented in a clear, concise, and brief manner 

Management of bulbar poliomyelitis is 
discussed in a complete fashion including 
the intermittent positive pressure respiration 
method evolved in Copenhagen and _ usually 
referred to as the Copenhagen method. 

The author describes the early acute stage 
as the “minor illness” and limits this to the 
24-28 hours when the virus invades the blood 
stream. The “major illness’ follows until 
residuals are established and the convales- 
cent stage begins. 

In discussing clinical features of the disease, 
Dr. Ritchie presents some splendid case re- 
ports to emphasize that careful attention to 
diagnostic procedures and methods is most 
essential. 

The author does not seem to advocate 
direct medical supervision of convalescence. 
As an alternative he devotes a chapter to 
physical therapy and introduces this with the 
statement, “The physiotherapist is all impor- 
tant during the stage of recovery, but she 
must prevent her methods from getting into 
rigid patterns, and should attempt to main- 
tain a critical attitude to all she does.”

This guide offers signposts for science 
teachers, and has special reference to the 
seventh edition of the textbook ‘Physiology 
and Anatomy” by Esther M. Greisheimer. 
The aim of the authors is to present sug- 
gestions and ideas to serve as a guide for the 
encouragement of teachers of physiology and 
anatomy in schools of nursing. The current 
approaches to such teaching are defined and 
evaluated clearly, and valuable suggestions 
and ideas are given which should assist the 
teacher to present the facts of these basic 
subjects most effectively. 
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Pedagogy has been a neglected subject in 
schools of nursing and medicine, and the 
principles outlined in this brief guide should 
be useful to any one who essays to present 
these specific subjects or any other phase of 
science to students, whether these be nursing 
school candidates, therapists or medical 
students. 


MODERN ACTINOTHERAPY. Compiled 
by Raymond H. Beckett, B.A. Cloth.

This readable compendium is a review of 
the literature related to the therapeutic use 
of ultraviolet and infrared radiation. The 
first five chapters deal with historical facts, 
physical data, and physiological effects of 
actinotherapy. In the remainder of the book, 
the author reports the findings of a broad 
array of workers in the use of light in the 
diagnosis and treatment of various diseases. 
The text is disconnected with an extensive 
bibliography. 

Although this reviewer is highly skeptical 
regarding the overall effectiveness of actino- 
therapy portrayed in the text, it is his opinion 


that the book will prove to be useful as a 
text for resident physicians in physical medi- 
cine and rehabilitation and physical therapy 
students. Furthermore, it will be a “thought 
provoker” for the practicing physiatrist.

6. Manuscripts must not exceed 3000 words (exclusive of headings, refer- 
ences, legends for cuts, tables, etc.), and the number of words should be stated 
on the title page.
